HER Majefty is likewife difpos*d to enter into fiicli 
ether ftriAer Alliances and Engi^ements, which Ihail 
moft conduce to the Interefts of both Nations, the p«- 
fovation of the Liberty of Bunu, and Reducing with- 
in juft fioiuids, the Exorbitant Power of Rrdnce. 

IN the mean time. Her Majefty is ready from diis 
Moment, and without any Delav, to concur with your 
High and Mighty Lordfhips, and the other Allies to this 
End, with all Her Forces, as weR by Sea as Land. 

AND, Her Majefty, to (hew Her Zeal the mor^ 
has been pleas'd to authorize Me, to concert with your 
High and Mighty Loidfhips, the neceflary Operas 
lions. 

THESE motives obliged Her Majefty to order Me 
to de()art with all Diligence, in order to come hidier ; 
and give your High and Mighty Lordfhips aD poSbk 
Aflurances thereof, withoot ftopping at the otdinary

THE Fnneh King was not a little Surprit*d at theft Thi sievr

of Bwtci) to take upon him the Title of his Ke* 
fident to the Sutes, and forthwith fent him Credenti« 
ah CO that Purpofe. Whereupon, the (aid Sieur Of 
Banw pfefented to the States a long Memorial, con* 
tataliig ieveral Infinuations, in Order to break off the 
Uttkm between BngUnJ and Molldnd $ to which, their 
High Mightinefles retum'd a moft extraordinary An« 
ffnr, (hewing their exadnefs in obferving their Trea* 
ties and Allianoes, and plainly proving, that if FiratM 
had been really inclined to Eftabli(h the Peace of Eume^ 
and Re-enter into their ancient Amity with the Re* 
jmblicks flie would not have Re-call'd ths Count 
D^AvMux^ without oflfering to make the leaft Propo(al 
towards a Peace. 

AND how, the Preparations for War were carried 
on with an imaginable Vigour. The Emperor's Arms

Thi 
trench fofeff'dthemfeUos of it for Cardinal Furftemburg in 16B8. bat thi 
lateEieBor of EtUiitrbiMTgretook it in the Tear ^ 1^89. and delivered it to thi 
Eieffar of Cologn, who in 1 701 . received a French Garrifm into it, vhiclk 
emttfnuid there till it was taken 1^ the Amy of thi AUiit. 
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jiNNO of the States, under the Name of Auxiliary Troops^ 
1701. becaufe the War againft the united Power of |>4iicf 
and Sfdin was not as yet publickly Declar'd. General 
Doff (who had alfo been made a Lieutenant Genend 
of bis Imperial Majefty) was order 'd to Inveft the 
Place : The News of this unezpeded Siege, being brought 
to the French Court the 1 8th of Maj^ by a Courier from 
Marflial BoufUrs^ was no fmall Surprize, it having 
chang'd the Plan of the Enterprises that the King baa 
intended ; which was, to have open'd the Campaign 
the beginning of M^;, with the oiegc of Juliets. At 
the arrival of the Couriers from MailQial Bcufflert, His 
Majefty held a Great Council of W A R ; wherein it was 
Refolv'd, That the Duke of Burgundy (hould depart 
the i^^ib for the Army under that Marflial, and Com- 
mand it in Perfon, in Quality of Generalilfimo of the 
King's Annies in the Low-uountries, and the Ekdo> 
rate of Colegn : At the fame time, Marflial Bet^fflevs 
bad Orders to march to the Relief of KfffiKp^^f^^f with 
the Army that was before defitn'd for the Expeditioa 
upon Juliers. The Motions of the Confederate Troops 
were attended with other uneafinefles at the Freuck 
Court ; for Prince Lewis of Badeu was aflemblins an 
Army on the Vfper ^ine^ in the Neighbourhood of 
Croon^'lVeiJfenburf^ and Lauserhurgh^ in order to cut off 
the Communication of Landau and Sfrusbaurg, and the 
Country of Alface.

them ; has i" order to coinpafs his Defign, twice ac- 
rack'il this Kipublicky (W:;. in tiie Years 1671. mi 
i/;fiH.) by a n.oit unjuit and violent WAR, though we 
had dene our utnioU to avoid the (ame, and prcftrvo 
the Continuation of Peace and Tranquility. Thar no* 
thing is more evidently known, than that if that KfnC 
had fucccedeJ in his Delign, and poffcfled hitnfen 
of thc'fe Provinees, he would have thereby made bil 
way to the Univerfal Monarchy. And, if he had bur 
only weakn'd them, and forc'd them ro iit ftill, aid 
feparatc themfelves from their Allies; 'tis no led noto- 
rious, that he might have artain'd his Aim, by fgb« 
duing other Prinees and Powers; whereby this Re* 
publick had been in a manifest Danger of being n* 
duc*d, as well as otJKT States, and lofing her Libcny ml 
Religion; which arc the two precious Advantages fcf

THAT 
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THAT, nqtwithftanding it has picalcd GOD to pii- jiNNO 
tiitStkek Provinces, by the Two laft Wars, bccaufe of 1702. 
tfaeir Sins ; yet he has not permitted that the French 
Kiiigihoald put: in Execution his Ambitious Dcfigns ; but 
on the contrary, has fo favoured the Arms of the Re- 
publick and their Allies, that they obtained in the Years 
1678, and 1697. a General Peace : Whereby France was 
obliged to reftore large Provinces, Lordfliips, and im-. 
mrtanc Places to the Emperor, the Empire, and the 
jUng of Spain, which fhe had poflefs'd partly by a vi- 
olent Force, and partly by Craft and Artifices, under 
the rpecious Name of Re-union, and other Pretences, 
agaiiift the Treaty of Nimeguen. 

THAT, the Treaty of Peace of 2^ £ S ^ J C iG and 
that of Commerce, being fo folemnly concluded in the 
Year 1697. We had all the Reafon in the World to 
flatter our felves, that the fame would be Bona Fide exe- 
coced in all its Points : But, we have found on the con-*. 
trarjr by Experience, that they did not defign on the 
part of f>"tf»ctf to obferve them, but only to induce us 
lind our AUies to lay down our Arms, disband our 
Forces and feparate us One from the Other, ij;i order to 
weaken ns ; and in particular, to enervate and ruin our 
Subjeds in ruining their Commerce, that they might 
th<s more eafily obtain the Aim here above-mcnrioned. 
This is fo notorious, that the Treaties aforefaid of 
Peace and Commerce were hardly Ratify 'd, but they 
began nianifeftly, to encroach upon the Trade of thefc 
l^fovinces (which is the Sinew of this State) by thcic 
openly refufing to grant us the Tarijf promifcd unto us 
by the Treaty aforefaid, putting thereby the Subjevfts 
and Merchants of this Republick to innumerable Trou- 
bles npon that Account : Which obliges us after a longj 
tfdious, aiKl expenfive Negotiation, to accept a Tariff, 
("though difadvantageous to us) contrary to the Tenor 
of the laid Treaty, in order to prevent a greater Mif- 
chie£ 

THAT, notwithftanding it was Stipulated by the 
yh Article of the faid Treaty of Commerce, that fuch 
of our Subjcds who fliould Settle in France for carrying 
on their Trades, fliould be free and exempted from the 
Duties and Tax laid upon Foreigners; yet excefTive 
Duties have been laid upon Them, and we have 
llieen forced to fee and bear the fame.

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ANSO 
1701. THAT, in the mean while, the King of Fr^ncto^ 
mitced nothing to perfuade us, by all imaginable Proce^ 
Aations, that he had no other Defign than the Frefo* 
vacicn of the Peace, and the removing of all Obftackf 
that might interrupt the fame : And whereas, the weak' 
Conftitiition of the King oi Spain ^ could not promife a 
long Life, and that his Death was like to caufe great 
Wars and Dirt'crcnces ; this occafion'd a TREATY 
whereby on one Side, it was provided. That the FrenA 
King iliould not have that' Eicorbitmt Power, wbkfc 
otherwife he would have had by the Accelfiof) or UoiOB

fooner Concluded, and Ratify 'd, butitmoft evidentif 
Appear'd, Thai it u as not the Intention of the Fmui 
King to (land by it and Obfervc it ; but on the coo* 
trary, that they ulcd all manner of Artifices in the 
Court of Spain, not onlv to render the Emperor odi- 
ous to the Spaniards, but alfo to oblige the King to 
difpofc of his Succefllon, by a Teftament m Favoor of 
France. 

TJH AT, the King of Spain having fome time after 
departed this Life, they produc'd a Teftament, where- 
by the Duke of Anjou, (Grandfon to the King ofFrmici) 
was dedar'd Heir of all the Kingdoms and Dominioni 
of the Deceafed King. 



THAT, the faid Win l^ing made Publick, 
FrencbYkXng did immediately give Proofs of bis (ecrec 
Ifttentions, of making ufe of all imaginable Means to 
gratific his vaft Ambition : And in order thereunto^ 
(without any refpcA or regard to a Treaty fo folemnly 
and newly concluded, and the repeated. Proteftations 
he had made, never to depart from it) he accepted the 
faid Will, breaking and violating the Treaty aforefaid,

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lOdt giving any previous Communication of his In- ANNO 
ions to thofe with whom he had made ic: Notifying 1702. 
Smie withont any difguife to the Republick ; and 
^g for the principal Motive thereof, that the Spi- 
id oenfe of the laid Treaty, and not the Letter, 
imly to be regarded ; and explaining that Spirit 
Senfe in his own way, as he thought fit; noc 
ing at the fame time to threaten us, and repre- 
ig the Pangers and Misfortunes which we might 
% if we did not conform our felves to that Spirit, 
ii Proceeding is a Breach of Faith as uncommon 
inheardof, as ever was j and a dangerous Inftance, 
It tends for the future, to undermine and ruin the 
. of all Publick Treaties. 

^ A T, by virtue of the Teftament aforefaid, that 
did not content himfelf to caufe the Duke of 
f to be proclaimed King of Spain, but he poffefs'd 
:lf in his Name, of all the Kingdoms and Domi- 
of the Spanifh Monarchy, without any regard to 
retenfions of the Emperor ; which were fo fully 
I in the Treaty aforefaid, that they were not only 
s the Foundation of the faid Treaty, but alfo fo 
knowledg'd for juft and lawful on all Sides, that. 
"eateft part of the Spanifk Monarchy was yielded 
Arch-Duke of Aujlria, 

I AT, the faid King being unwilling to ftop 
caos'd his own Troops to take PofieiTion of 
^anijh Netherlands, notwithftandin^ our own were 
rrifon therein, by the Permilfion and Confent of 
ce King of Spain, for the Defence and Security of 
id Country ; and with a great deal of Difficulty, 
It laft perfuaded to let our faid Troops return 
after they were very much weakn d. That by 
neans, the Republick was at once depriv'd of her 
art and Barrier, for which we had already main- 
two Bloody Wars, and which the King of Fr4nca 
f had aflign d in the Condition of the Peace con- 
lin the Year, 1678. and contrary to what was 
olarly ftipulated in the Treaty of Partition, and 
i upon on the part of the Republick, vi:(. That 
id Sfani/h Netherlands, fliould belong to the Arch- 
ofjiujhia, 

Ci THAT 
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1701, THAT, the faid King of Fr4ifcr immediately be 
^ "^ > gan to govern Arbitrarily the -Kingdoms and Domini 
ons of Spain^ under the Name of his Grandfon, as wd 
in Civil as in Militar)* Affairs ; and has fo united tbofi 
States to his own, as if the fame were but one and cb 
fame Kingdom and Government : Which can neirc 
more evidently appear, than in the cafe of the Sfsmjl 
Kctherlnnds^ the fiarrier of this State, where it a|>pear 
(as indeed they write it from Sftiin) that the faia fro 
vinces have been abfolutely yielded and made over n 
the King of France ; and that he exercifes an AbfoluD 
Authority over them, both in Civil and Military Ai 
fairs, and likewifc in matters of Finances. 

THAT, the French King having carried his e^cor 
bitant Power to the degree, which the Chriftian Worl< 
had fo long apprehended, and laid fuitable Foundati 
ons for obtaining the Univerfal Monarchy ; be did ooi 
delay it long, to put thofe Projecfls in Execution, ieodi 
ing a formidable Army into Jm/t, to make himfelf en- 
tirely Mafter thereof, having already fent a greatNun- 
ber of Troops inio the Spani[b Netherlands to fright iii| 
and oblige us, if poftlble, to a feparafee Treaty without 
our Allies. 

THAT, thefc Artifices (thouch never fo well con- 
certed) falling fliort of the deiired effeA, the French 
King made ufc of all other imaginable Ways to com- 
pel us thereunto by Force ; and to that end, feiz'd the 
City and Cittadel of Liege^ without the confentof the 
Dean and Chapter, and without the ^vevious Confcnt 
and Knowledge of the Emperor and the Empire, caus*d 
the Dean of the faid Chapter to be by Violence feiz'd 
and carry *d away into the Spanijh Dominions, that b^ 
jnight not oppofe his Defign, and in order to ftrikc i 
Terrour into the faid Chapter. 

THAT, being not fatisfied with having thus feiid 
upon Liege^ and in order to ftreightcn us more and 
more, he poffcfs'd himfelf (contrary to the Will of the 
Chapter of 0/^«) of the moft confiderjable Places of 
that Archbi(hoprick,and particularly, of the Fortreflesof 
Bonn, K^cyfcrfwaerp^ and ^himberguen, (his Defign UfOfi 
the City of Cologn having happily mifcarried by their, 
good Condud) to put lumiielf in a Condition to in* 

vadc 
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vadcthis Republick, as he had done in the Year, 1672. ANNO 
Mif that pothing migf\t be wanting to make himfclf 1702. 
fbrc of ir, and in order to block us up on all fides ; he 
caufed a confiderable number of Troops to be rais'd at 
his own Charges, in the Country of IVolfcmbuttlc^ that 
they might invade us on that fide, fending at the fame 
time all forts of Ammunition and Artillery to the /^/;/«e, 
tfcrough Foreign Countries, the better to invade thefe 
Rovinces, 

THAT, the faid King, being not fatisfy*d with ha- 
Ting ftrcightned us in that manner by Land, proceeded 
fbrthcr ; and by poffefling himfelf (in the Name of the 
King <rf Sfain) of all the Harbours in Sfnin^ Nnples^ 
fhifyf and other Iflands in the Mediterranean, as alfo 
the Sfanijh Netherlands and the Indies ; he made him- 
felf entire Mafter of the Commerce of Europe^ and ob- 
tain'd the Power to exclude us and other Nations froni 
k And finally, that we might have no Room or Place 
left to us for Trade, he endeavour'd ^o perfwade the 
King of Portugal to forbid us his Harbours, and fent 
at the fame time, a Squadron into the PJ^efi^Indles, on 
pnrpofe to feize t^e Silver Fleet, in which our Subjefts, 
and thofe of other Princes and Potentates, arc fo ccn- 
fiderably concern'd. 

THAT, Affairs being in that intricate and dange- 
rous Condition 3 We, as the neareft and moft expos'd 
to the Fire, having in the firft Place invok'd G O D Al- 
mighty to our Affiftance, thought it neceflary to put 
our felves in a polturc of Defence, and to Arm our fclves 
as well as we could, both by Sea and Land, againft 
that exorbitant Power, and the Dangers we were 
threatn'd with ; and at the fame time, to defire of our 
Neighbours and Allies, the Succours they had promi- 
fed us by Treaties, in cafe we were molefted and di- 
fturbed : Which they having granted us, with the fame; 
readinefs as we dcfired, we put our felves in that Con- 
dition, that refufing to hearken to any private Treaty 
with France^ we had time to Confederate our felves 
with his Imperial Majefty, the King of England, the 
King of Prujfia, and other Princes and Potentates, for 
the Common Defence of our, and their refpedrive Do- 
minions, the Prefervation of the Liberty of Europe, and 
for Recovering the General Peace and Tranquility.

1701. THAT, every one beginning to open their Eye^ 
V/^Y*^ ^^^ 1^0 think of their natural Defence i the Empmr 
fcnt a conllderablc Army into Ifdiy to oppofc the Pnneb 
King. 

THAT, his Imperial Majefty having thought fie 
to diflodgc the French^ out of the £le(florate of C$hfiip 
and us*d all imaeinable wavs for it, did, together witb 
the Dircdors of the Circles concem'd therein, defiro 
our Aiiiitance, u^hich we (conformable to our Eogige* 
snents, our own Defence, and the ftri<ft Alliance 
v^erc cntcr'd into) could not refufe ; but on the 
trary, thought it ncccfTary that our Forces there and 
elfcwhcre, (Iiould a<fl as Auxiliaries, by way of Di- 
vcrfion. 

THAT, thefe Proceedings of the freneb^ have, to 
cur great Sorrow, kindled a WAR in fcveral Parts of 
the World, which is actually begun, and carry 'd on witb 
a great deal of Violence. 

THAT, as wc had not given the leaft pretence 
thereunto; but on the contrary, nud« our utinoft EU 
forts for the Prcfcrvation of the General Peace, we 
were very glad to fee a M I N I S T E R that the Ftencb 
Kmg had fent into ihefc Parts, and negledhrd nothiof 
to engage him to make fome Propofals, for mainuiof 
ing the Peace : But, feeing wc could not fucceed ther^ 
in, we niadc^ (our fclves) fome Demands, which we 
thought necefTary for recovering a General TranquUicyf 
and our private Security ; but there has been no man* 
per of Anfwer, nor the leaft Ofier made thereupon. 

THAT, indeed fome outward Proteftations of Peace 
have been made on that fide, but, as at the (ame time, 
they continued their Warlike Preparations, to (eiie the 
Lands of our Neighboun, and to Confederate tbemr 
felvcs with fevcral Princes and Potentates : They hav^ 
clearly manifcftcd that their Proteftations would com; 
to nothing, unicfs we were refolv'd to treat feparatdy 
from our Allies, and this they have ftill more evident* 
!y difcover'd, by recalling fucceifively two Miniflm. 

FINALLY, The King has upon th^tt fbor,cauftd 
his Ktfidcnt to declare unto us in a Memorial, Tbtt 

his 
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his Armies vjcve in a Condition to AA againftus, if ANNO 
weame CO no Refolucion about the Things contain'd 1701. 
dierein. 

AND, as there is nothing more evidently known, 
than that the Defigns of the prefent King of Spain a- 
gainft the Liberty of our State and Commerce, are the 
lame as thofe of the King of France ; nay, as all the 
World muft be convinc'd by the whole Diredkions and 
Management of Af!airs,thac the Kingof Fr/i/ic^, and the 
preienc King of Spain, are one and the fame in ESeA ; 
and that the King of Spain can do, nor will do nothing, 
but what the King of France plcafes, and will have him 
to do : Even that the Kingdoms of France and Spain are 
United into one. It follows from thence, that what- 
eVjer the King of France has done againft us, and our 
Allies, in the Name of the King of Spain^ muft be 
taken an4 lunderftood to be made by the King of Spain 
lumfelf, jor at leaft by both of them. That by thefe 
means, the King o( France (above what has been already 
faid) has made ufe of the Spanifli Troops, in the Name 
of the King of Spain, to carry on his Defign againft us. 
That in that Name he has ereded a Fort, within the 
reach of the Cannon of a Fortrefs belonging to the 
States, contrary to the Treaty concluded with the King 
of Spain in the Year 1648, and contrary to the Laws 
of Nations, and thofe of WA R., 

THAT, the King of Spain, has not only fuffer'd 
thofe Proceedings of the King his Granjdfather ; but 
abfolutely approv'd the fame, and the adkual Seizing of 
the whole Monarchy of Spain, and in particular, of the 
Spanijb NefberUnds, that necefTary Barrier for our 
otate. 

THAT, all Divine and Humane Laws dictating to 
Us, that being thus ftraiten'd, block'd up on ail fides^ 
and adrually attacked by the Kings of France and^Spain, 
and threatn d by them with fo many Dangers; we may, 
and are bound to make ufe againft them, of all the 
Means GOD and Nature have put into our Hands for 
our Defence ; prote(5ling our SubjetSs, and for prefer* 
ing their Religion and Liberty : And to that end,to take 
up ARMS againft the faid King of ^ance and Spain, 
who have together Confpir*d our Ruin and Deftrudtion ; 
and declare WA R againft them, ^^ ^^ ^o by thefe Pre* 
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'4NN0 (cnw, truftingthac GOD Almighty will blcfs the Ju 
i7c>2* of our Caufe, and the Means we fliall make ufe of. 



DESIRING all Kings, Princes, Republicks, 
States, who love their own Prefer vation and Lib 
JJJ^I*^^^^ together with that of Eurofe ; that they will regard 
ratiou of our Deciarrtttpn^ as an EfftA of an urgent and pre 
H^0r. NecefTity, for defending ourfelves, and protc<5ling 

Subjedb, and confequently all Europe : And that i 
will (in conjun(flion with us) oppofe the ill D^fip^ 
the Kings of France and Sfnin^ and their exomi 
Power ; whereby they intend to make themfelves ] 
iters of all Cbriftendcm^ and to that end to give us 
and Afliftance. 

LASTLY, We command and require aU our J 
\tGt$p and Inhabitants of rhefe Provinces, Commam 
Officers, Soldiers and Others, of what Quality fo< 
they be ; to own and regard the faid Kings of Fr 
and Sfnin as Enemies of this State.

M of Afrily at Ten bf the Clock at Night, the ^xV^ 
freoches were Open'd by 600 Pioneers, fupporced by seigc *f 
^00 Grenadiers, fetonded by the Regiments of Dcdem 1^^%"^^ 
lid ^ntj^Mui and before Morning, they were Ad^riidon. 
anc'd above 100 Paces. The Enemyf on the 19th, as 
boo a$ they difcover'd the "Workmen, ply'd them with 
heir Cannon, but the lofs was not very confiderable. 
% die aoth, the Befiegers did great Execution, by the 
nft Number of Bombs they threw into the Town ; 
jQt the Enemy made a Sally with a defign to ruin their 
V^orks. The Dutch, who upon this Occafion, were 
iie moft expos'd, repuls'd the French twice with extra- 
oidinary Bravery : But not being fuccour'd in time, 
ttnd being Inferiour to the Enemy in Number, they 
ivete fore d to quit their Poft, and make a retreating 
Fight; till the Cavalry defign'd for their Relief coming 
1^, the Enemy were conftrain'd to retire in great Pre- 
cipiution, with the lofs of Six or Seven Officers, and 
albout One hpndred Soldiers. The Damage on out 
fide, was a Lieutenant Colonel, three other Officers, 
and about Fifty Soldiers Slain. On the 2 lit, the Be- 
fiegers were employed in raifing Batteries of heavy 
Cimnon, in Order to make a Breach in the Wall of the 
Town, which continued to Fire without Intermiffion, 
and difmountcd many of the Enemies Cannon : But in 
the Might, they made a Sally with about Three hun- 
dred Men, which were received fo warmly, that after 
a very (harp Difpute, they were oblig'd to retire. On 
the lid about Four of the Clock in the Morning, they 
Sallied out again, with a far greater Number and frefher 
Fcwtes; and having got into the Befiegers Trenches, 
they oblidg'd them after a vigorous Refiftance to give 
^y, till more Forces were fent to fupport them : Bur, 
the Cavalry coming up, they fell upon the French with 
To much Furioufneis and Refolution, that after a long 
and bloody Encoimter, they conftrain'd them to fly into 
the Town, and were purfu'd tcijche Counierfcarpe 5 
having a great Number of Dead and Wounded Men 
Qpon the Spot, and at the fame time, the Brigadier 
^ho commanded them, was taken Prifbner. On the 
i3d in the Morning, 1200 PruJJians attack'd an Ifland 
in iht^^fine about 600 Paces broad, a little below the 
Town ; in which 200 French were Pofled, who had 
'^^ilt fcveral Works and Fortifications, and had two 

feveral 
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jIhiSO fcvcrnl fiarrcrics there. Upon the Approach of our May 
1702. they Fir'd very Brinkly, but the Prince of jlnhsh Dtf* 

\yy^\i JAxp who Commanded^ manag'd the AfTair with tnC 
Prudence and Valour, that the Fnnch after a wbok 
days Refiftance, being fummon'd to Yield, or run tke 
Hazard of being mit to the Sword, muriny'd againt, 
their Officers, and throwing down their Arms, furren^' 
drcd at Difcretion. The Commander in Chief was ft 
enrag'd, that be laid violent Hands upon himfelf, anJ 
the reft of the Officers attempting to nuke their cicafC 
in a little Boat, were all Kilrd, except a Capuin and 
a Lieutenant. The next day (jlpril 14th) the fidiegm 
carried their Trenches within 100 Paces of the Town^ 
and had four Batteries continually Firing, with which 
they hnd made confiderablc Breaches in the Rampart; 
(o that they intended to make an Attack upon the Cmn* 
terfcarp : For which purpore,a great numt^er of Fafcincs 
and Wof^l-Pack^ were Prepard, imagining by theft 
Procccdingji, that the Town would foon Surrender, 
However, the Confederates were very much miftakeo 
in their Calculation; for tho' thev proposed at firft 10 
be Maftern of the place in three Weeks, they found k 
held out near two Months and had like to have prov'd 

tvitbfftat a bad l>cginning of a New War. For, Count TsllMfd 

tifituhy. having ported himfelf with his flying Camp bcfiirt 
KsyferJ^acrt^ and rais'd fcvcral Batteries of Cannon up- 
on the Bank of the Hhtne; fir'd from thence with W 
much Succcfs, that the Befiegers (notwithftanding tbdf 
Intrcnchmcnts) were very much Incommoded; Aod 
had bcfides, the Mortification to fee the Beiieg'd foc« 
cour'd from that Camp with Troops, Ammunition, and 
nil neccflary Rcfrcflimcnts which occafion'd the lenctb 
of the S E I (f R. Moreover, the exceffivc Rains whidl 
fell, kept the /(/;/nf continually Swcll'd, to the gittf 
Prejudice of the Aifailants.

At the fame time, nineteen Battallions of the 
Troops employed in the Siege of Ksyferfwaert ; th'fe 
Troops of Hejfe and Lunenburg ; the Englijh Forces from 
hredd^ under Major General Lumley^ and other Troops ; ' 
h^ften'd from all Parts towards Nimeguen, in Order to 
Form a Camp at Duckpnbergh: Where, the Earl of

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^ANSO cil of War, confining of all the General Officcrf» to 
1702. concert the further Uicrations of the Campaign. On 
VOT^ the i^.th, his Excellency inarch'd the Army o? er the 
M^efe, and cncairp'ti at Over-jljfelt^ near Grdve, with- 
in two leagues and an half from the Enemy, who had 
cntrcnch'd ihcmfclvcs between Goih and Gennep, At 
that time, the Prince Erncft Auf^i^iut (rhc Elector of 
I]/.hnavers Youngeii Brother) was deciar'd Major-Ge- 
ncral cf the Arn;) : And, Colonel fVithers^ Colood 
' StAnlfty, ami Coiom I FreJen'tk Ihmilf&n, were appoint- 

ed Urif;:ulKTS of three Englijb Brigades. On the l6th, 
the Coiifaierate Arm> rt-['a<t the M4ife below GnM^ 
and oil liie zSth encanip'd at Geldorp ; upon which Mo* 
ticn, the Vicnch went over the fnmc River about VenU.

TyAtcf Burgundy to a Battle, form'd a Defign of taking 1702. 
Towns, and making all the Conquefts they could in 
die Abfence of the Enemy. Upon this Projedt, they 
came and encamp'd at Afch, to cover the Siege of (a) 
FENLOy which was inverted the 29th of Auguft, by vcnlo Jfe. 
General OW41W, on the fide of Fort St. Michael, and by *"-^'''- 
die Baron De Hejde, on the other fide of the Maefe, with 
the PruJJian Cavalry : General Cchcrn had the Diredlion 
of the Attacks; and, the Prince of Najfau Saarburgh, 
had the Command of the Siege. 

THE Trenches were Open'd before the Town 
{Seftember 6th) on both fides the Maefe^ without any 
Lefts. On the 8th, the Confederates were Reinforced 
by a Body of 2000 Foot, and 500 Horfe; and the fol- 
lowing C^ys, the Attacks were carried on with good 
Succefs. The i8th in the Morning, the Fort of Su 
AUchaei, over againft Venio^ was taken by Storm, in 
an Attack made by the Englijh, under the Lord Cutts. 
There were particularly concerned in this Adtion, Bri- 
gadier General Hamilton, the Royal Regiment of Ircm 
Und^ and general Hukelows's Regiment; with 172 
Grenadiers, and loc Fufileers, under a Lieutenant 
Colonel: Befides, 300 Workmen, and a Competent 
Number of Engineers, under Colonel Bleod. After 
the ncceflary Difpofitions, the Lord Cuns gave Orders 
to the Officers who led the Grenadiers, that they fhould 
attack the Ravelin Sword in Hand ; and, that they 
might proceed with Courage and Alacrity, he gave 
them an abfolute Aflurance, that as foon as Fifty of 
them were lodg'd on the Top of the Ravelin, he would 
run through any Danger or Difficulty, to fuftain them 
with the reft of his Troops : Moreover, he promis'd in 
Her l^jefty's Name, that he would generoufly Re- 
gard all thofe, who fhould diftinguifh themfelves upon 
diis Occafion. His Lordfliip*s Orders were executed 
with the greateft Refolution and Bravery, and (not- 
w^iBhnding a Mine which was Sprung by the Enemy)

V^'V"^ ing feconded ; which the Lord Cuits perceiving, be 
feaibnably came up wich all his Forces, and engaging, 
the Enemy, loon made himfelf Mafterof the Ravelin* 
Hereupon, the French made fuch a terrible Fire upon 
the Enj^lijh^ from the Rampart of the Fort, that his 
I^rdHiip fent Orders to the Ollicers that were at the 
Head ot the Grenadiers, to throw in their Grenadoes, 
and Attack it Sword in Hand, if it was poflible tofind 
a Paflagc. The Enemy made a very (harp ReHftance, 
from the Flank of one of their Baftions ; (mt the £iij- 
ii/h chtrg'd and follow 'd the Enemy fo clofe, that after 
they had attacked the Bridge, and clamber'd up the 

ijrffr. Mi. Ramparts, they pourM in fo faft upon rhem, that they 
2*/r^. were no longer able to Relift. We took about loo 
Prifoners (whereof Thirty were Ofhcers) with a Bri- 
gadier-General, and the Govcrnour : But, all the reft 
that were in the Fort Tto the Number of 600) were 
Kiird or Drown *d, endeavouring to make their Efcape, 
except Twelve, who were fo Fortunate as to get over 
the Maefe in fmall Boats. 

THERE were fevcral Pcrfons of Diftin(9:ion who 
fignaliz'd thcmfclvcs upon this Occafion : The Lord 
Cuttf was remarkably eminent in his Poft ; as alfo, the 
Earl of Huntington^ the Lc^rd Lorn^ the IjovA, Marckfir^ 
the Prince D'Auvernne^ Sir I^tcbnrd ttrnfle^ Colonel 
IVehb^ and Mr. Dnlrimple, The Prince of Anhalt be- 
hav'd himfclf with Gallantry fuitable to his Birth; 
and, the Prince of Hannover (a Voluntier at the Siege) 
accompanied the Lord Ci//// in the Trenches before the 
Attack, and conrinu'd with him great part of the Night 
in the Fort. Colonel Blood (whoadled asfirft Ingineer) 
and Monfieur De L4 Martinerie (a French Protcft«nt 
Ingineer) were likcwife very (crviccable in this AiSbion, 
as well Ijy their Bravery as their Skill. The Bnglijh 
upon this Occafion, had two Captains Wounded ; two 
Lieutenants, and one Enfign KilPd, and three W ound ' 
cd ; one Serjeant KilPd, and three Woundedfl^a 
Men Kiird, and 131 Wounded: And, Captain jEmi 
(the Lord Cutts% Aid De Camf) with Mr. Eley (an Eng- 
ii/h Volunteer) were both Kiird on the Spot : The loft 
of the Dutch was likewifc very conHderable. 

THE Fort being thus taken, the Befiegers employ 'd 
the four following Days in firing furioufly upon the Walls 

of 
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rfAc Town, in Order to widen the Breaches ; and ail ANNB 
oiher hcceflary Preparations were made for a General 1701. 
fiBkak. But, there was one very remarkable Circum* V^St^ 
ftance occur 'd, which facilitated the taking of Venlo. 
The Prince of Najpnu Saarburgb (who commanded the 
Sege) having caus'd a Difcharge of all the Cannon and 
fioidl Arms, to exprefs their Joy for the News of th6 
caking of Landau, the Befieg'd took it as a fignal of an 
Approaching Storm upon the Town ; fb that the Count 
De Varo (the Governour) order d immediately that the 
Cbamade ihould be beat. But, the Prince of Najfau 
not regarding that Event, order'd a fecond difcharge to 
be made, which oblig'd the Count De Varo to fend, not 
only on^, but feveral Drummers to demand a Capitu- 
lation, which was executed the lift of September upoA 
Articles, as ufual in fuchaCafej and the 25th, the Tf^eTowo 
Garriibn march'd out, and were condui^ed to jint^ surrender^ 
werf.

AFTER the taking of Venlo, the Count De Tilly 
(Lieutenant-General of the Dutch Cavalry) march'd 
with 1100 Horfe towards BJJ^EMOl^D to Inveft it.

THE Englijh Troops in this Adion were very Me-^J^^iociB. 
ritorious ; but be(idcs the Honour which they acquir'd, 
they gain'd a confidcrable Booty. They found in the 
Citadel, Thirty (Ix Pieces of Cannon, a Confiderablc 
Quantity of Arms, and all ibrts of Ammonitioo : acoco 
Crowns in Money, and a valuable parcel of Plate be-- 
longing to the Governor^ ahd 'tis affirm'd that one of 
our Grenadiers, got 1000 Lovis Dor's in a Bag for his 
own Share. The extraordinary Bravery rf the He- 
reditary Prince of Heffe Cajfel, defervcs the higheft 
£ncotniam ; who went Voluntier to the Attack at 
the Head of the Grenadiers, and mounting the 
Breach the very firft, took the Colours from a French 
OfScef. ^r. TVentworth (Brother to the Lord Hfh) 
who likewife went Voluntier in the faid Attack, was 
Kill'd. Monfieur De Violaine (Goveraour of the Ci- 
tadel) and the Duke of Cbaroft^ were taken Prifoners 
upon the Breach, and brought to the Earl of Murlbo^ 
rough^s Quarters. According to the beft Information, 
the lols of the Engls/h in Storming the Citadel, was.

AFTER the taking of Vim, the French made them- 
selves Mafters of the little Town of (a) Ntubourg ; Battle •/ 
'which occafion'd a Bloody Battle between the Imperia- f r»<il»n8"«» 
lifts, and the Troops of France : This Adion was at 
(b) Flf^IDLINGVEN after the following Manner. 
Prince Lewis of Baden being very much diflatisfied that 
JNeubourg fhould fall into the Enemies Hands, made a 
Motion with one part of his Army, in order to retake 
that place, and to cover Brifac ; but, he was fo much 
^aken'd by the Detachments that he had fent towards 
SuMbia (in order to hinder the Conjundiion of tht Ba* 
varians and French) that he had not above 8000 Men 
in his Camp, near Fridlinguen. Of which, the Enemy 
having Intelligence, thought there could not be a more 
feafonab^ Opportunity to Attack him. In order there- 
unto, the French, who were divided into two Bodies, 
(one whereof, was commanded by the Marquils De 
Vsllars, now Marefchai of France, and -the other, by 
the Connt De Guifcard) On the 13th of OSlober (N.S.) 
pafs'd the Hhsne with the Infantry ; which the next 
Day were followed by the Cavalry. Hereupon, the

Notwithftand* 
ing, thefe Difadvanuges of the Enemy, the Fnnch 
King order'd Tr Deum to be Sung, as if his Troops bad 
been Vidorious : And, to fupport the Reputation of 
it, aflcrted they took Fridlinguen the next Day, and 
upon this Occafion, rais'd the Marquifs Dr Villdrt^ to • 
the Dignity of Marefchal of France. But the Prince of 
Bdden, being willing to let all the World know the coo- 
trarv, and, that this A<5lion had no ways difconcerted 
hisMeafurcs; he made three Detachments from his 
Army : One, towards the BUcl^-Forefl, to block up the 
Paflfagc into J34x;/2ri4 ; Another, to attack Neutourg} 
and a Third, to Re-inforcc the Prince of Suxe Mfimn^^ 
guen, who was obferving the Motions of Count TdtdrJ, 
and the Marquifs De Lomdrid.

Ge* 
ncral fVamn with the Artillery : General GuiJa Di 
Suremberg with the Infantry : And, the young Prince 
of Vaudeincnt with the Cavalry ; exerted themfelvci 
with incredible Valour. The Prince of Lichten^n 
(who was in the Imperialifts Right Wing) received Fife 
Wounds ; And, the Count of Trautfmanfderf (Generd 
of the Horfe) being difablcd by a Contuiion in bis Fooi^ 
were both carried our of the Field of Battle. In (hort^ 
all the Troops accjuittcd themfelves of their Duty to Ad* I 
miration. The Vidory has been contcfted by bdth Par- 
ties : The French pretend to the Honour of the Adioa ' 
from the Confequcnce of it ; having the next Day, ^ 
made themfelves Matters of Lu:(ara ; and the remain-' 
ing part of the Campaign, diflodg'd the Gemmns fitMn 
fcveral Ports hereafter mentioned. However, it muft 
be allow 'd by thofe who are Impartial, that the Impe*

AKemarkea' ON the 11 A o( September, Colonel Ebergeni, Co*

^Tbe Armici THE Campaign of 1701 being ended, the Armies 
fipardti. feperatcd, and the Generals who ferv'd in Itaijp upon 
the Upper and Lower J^ine, in Brsbane and FUnders 
the French (who were in the French Intereft) went to VerftileSf 
Omrstt go where they were receiv'd by the King with abundance 
$0 VfrUiU».of Indiffercncy. Marefchal CAT I NAT wat thought 
to have forgot the Art of War, becaufe he had not rais'd 
the Siege of Landatf. Marefchal BOVFPL E 1^5 wai 
reproach'd for lofing the Opportunity of entirely defeat- 
ing Count Tilly at Seamen ^ and, having ill executed 
the Orders of the Court at Nimiguen. Marefchal 
TALLARD was thouf;ht imprudent, in not having 
fufficicnt Care of the Kmg's Intereft, by negledking to 
Bombafd Dujfelderp, which would have fav'd Kvfr* 
fwaere: And, the Count De VAUO was blam'd, jEbr 
(jafiering himfelf to be impos'd on at the Siege of Venh, 
when the Cannon and Muskets, which the Prince of 
Kajfau difcharg'd, for the furrcnder of Landdu, oca- 
fion'd him to Capitulate.

Her Britanick Majefty was pleas'd oa moni, 
the Fourth of January, to lend a Mef- 
fagc to the Commons, wherein fhe inform'd them, that 
She bad receiv'd feveral Letters from the States-general 
of the United Provinces (and feveral Memorial from 
their Ambafladots^ fetting forth, the great Apprehen- 
Gwis they lay under, from the extraordinary Prepara- 
dons of France, to attack them early in. the Spring, and 
the Neceflity of making an Augmentation of the Forces 
3f England and HoUand, as the only means to prevent 
:he Ruin which threatn'd their Country. She was 
:deas'd CO intimate, thai (he had propos a &mt Ezpe- 
dicntJ 
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^ANNO 4ienci to the Scacd-General, which (he imagin'd migbr 
I7^3- have been Advantageous to the Common Intereft, aad 

^Y^O have reliev'd them, in fomc meafare, from their jtift 
Apprehenfioni ; but thofe not proving Sattsfiidory, che 
Statrs had renew'd their Applications with greater ear- 
neftnefs than before : So that Her Majefty was pleas'd 
to order the feveral Leners and Repreientacions» which 
had pafs'd between Her and the otates-Gencral upon 
that Subjedl, to be laid before the Houfe, that they 
might properly judge of the Cafe ; and deiir'd them to 
take fuch Methods, al might not only conduce to the 
fafety of her Kingdoms, but to the neceflary fupport of 
all the Allies. 

«h« ^- THE Commons having taken Her Majefty's Mef- 
^rSt't m f^R^ ^^^^ conftdcration, came to a Refolutioiv that 
rUodcff. foooo Foreigners fliouid be hir*d for an Augmeautioa 
of the Forces, to z6!t in Conjuinftion with che Mies ; 
and they returned their hearty Thanks, for Her Ma« 
jefty's moft gracious Condefcention, in communicating 
to Them the feveral Memorials, Tran(a(flions and Let- 
ters, that had pafs'd between Her ana the States^Gene- 
ral upon that Occafion. But, humbly defir d^ that 
EfJ GLAND (hould not be charg'd with the Pay of 
fuch additional Troops, but from the Day that the 
Sutcs put a Stop lo all Trade and Commerce with 
frMmc$ and Sfain. Her Majcfty.was pleas'd to approve 
of their Opinion, as being abfoluMly neceilary for the 
Good of the whole Alliance ; and fSmhwith u!nc Di- 
redions to her Miniftcrs in Holldnd^ to concur with 
the Sxzitt in providing the Troops accordinsly. Soon 
after, both Lords and Commotis Addrefs'd Her Ma- 
fefty i and the laher begg'd, that fhe wonld be pleas'd 
to concert Meafurcs, for the fumiihing her Forces in 
Holland and Plunders, as far as poffible, with the Ma* 
nufadures and Produft of ENGLAND ; to which 
She was pleas'd to reply, that it (hould be her utmoft 
Care in every thing, to advance the Interefts of her Eu^ 
glijh Subjcds. 

tbe Einpe- THE Emperor at this Jundorc, was not unmind* 

iSiirlTS f"' ^^ raifing Recruits, fufficient to maintain the Fo«- 

Forcct, ing of the Germans in Ifaij^. He was very diligent in 

finding out neceflary Funds, as well for the Payment of 

the Armies on foot, and the Augmentations tnat wete 

to be made, as for providing Aniilcry and Ammui¥tiao« 

To 
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To which pari)Qfe, he fummon'd the States of AuftrU ANNO 
to attend him in the great Hall of the Imperial Palace, 1703- 
where the Grand Chancclor Buccettini made a Speech 
to them to this Eflfedl. " That the King of France, 
** had made ufe of ihe Duke of Anjou (his Grandfonj to 
" fulfil his unjufk Defires of obtaining the Univerfal 
Monarchy, by uniting the Crown oi Spain to That of 
France. That, to accomplifh his Defigns more eafily, 
he had drawn in other Princes, (and particularly, the 
** Electors of Cologn and Bavaria) and oblig'd them to, 
'* take Courfes quite contrary to the Common Caufe, 
as the Event has fuiGciently teftified : The firft, ha- 
ving rcfign'd his States, and his Strong-holds, to the 
Troops of France ; and the other, not only having 
made himfelf Mafter ( by furprife ) of the City of 
l^/iff^and of the greateft part of the Circle of Suabia^ 
** bill exa<3ed large Contributions from the Hereditary 
** Countries of the Emperor. That, his Imperial Ma- 
** jcfty, was therefore oolig'd to oppofe thefe Violences : 
** That, Heaven had fo favourably blcfs'd his Arms^ 
^ that the King .of the Upmans had taken the Important 
** Fortrefs of Landau : That, the Arms of the Queen 
^ of England, and their High-Mightinefles the Sutes- 
** Genentl, had reduc'd Liege, and feveral other confi- 
'^ derable Places : And lafUy, had taken and ruin'd in 
** the Port of Vigo, the Galleons, and a Numerous 
** Squadron of French Men of War : And, that to im- 
** prove thefe Progrefles, and find out neceffary Funds 
** to carry on the "War, his Imperial Majefly was con- 
^ ftrain'd to demand of his faithful Subje^ and States, 
^2, more than ordinary Subfidy, &c This DE- 
MAND, was afterwards deliver'd to the Count D*A^ 
vensberg { Marflial of the Province ) and ieconded by 
the Emperor with a fhort Speech, for which, he had 
the Thanks of the whole Aflembly retum'd him. 

THE French, in order to repair the Difadvantages 
of the laft Campaign, refolv'd that their Troops fhomd 
be very early m the Field ; and having promis'd the 
Elecflor of Bavaria ( in whom they repos'd the greateft 
Confidence^ fuch Powerful Reinforcements, as would 
effe(3bually break all the Meafures of the Imperial Court, 
xhey us*d their utmoft efforts to bring a great Army 
together on the Bjnne, that they might facilitate their 
^ay to joyn that Prince. And, the better to cover their

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ANNO Dcfign (on Feh^itar^ 19) chcy invcftcd fs) Fort K.BHL; 
1703. over againft Sirashur^b, which was defended by a no- 

^^Y^ merous Garrifon, but not well provided with AmvMnir 
fort icthl tion and ProviHon. The Siege was commanded by 

tkl^^nJ^. Marefchal De ViUarj with 30000 Men, and the Trcn- 
ches were opcn'd on the isch at Night, which were 
compleatcd the next Evening. The Approaches went 
on bur llowly till the srh oi Kinrch^ when the fiefiegers 
having made a Breach in the Horn-work, attack die 
with great Fury ; and norwithftanding they were re- 
puls'd with no fmali Lofs, the next Day they reoew'd 
the Aflault upon the Horn-work, and carried it ; and 
immediately raidne a Battery thereon, made a very 
wide Breach in the F O RT : fo that upon the 9tb, 
they were preparing for a general Storm, but the Sieur 
Entterg^ ( the Govemour J deiiring to capitulate, the 

jni/HfrtH' fi2ct was furrender'd upon Honourable Terms. In 
purfuance of the Articles agreed on, the Garifon (con* 
fitting of 2400 Mcn^ march'd out on the nth, with 
Q)lours flying, &c. Two Pieces of Cannon, and other 
Marks ot MUiury Honour, and were conduced to 
Pbilifsburgh. 

FOUR Days after Fort l^fht was evacuated, 
Marefchal VsBars fcparatcd his Army, and fern them 
into Quarters of RefreOimenr, except 1000 Horfe, and 
900 Foot ; with which, he march'd up towards the 
SrifgaUf to take a view of the Country. And, having 
come near to KENTZINGEN (z Fortified Town, 
Scituate on the Elti^, defended with a ftrong Wall, 
Ramparts, and a Ditch full of running Water^ in 
which was a Garrifon of 7 or 800 Men, he refblv'd to 
Attack the Place. In order to execute his Defigns, he 
caus'd his Infantry to advance within 150 Paces of the 
Ditch ; which put the Garrifon under the gretteft Con* 
fternation, imagining them to be the Van-guard of the 
whole Army : So that having fent an Officer to Treat, 
Kcotibgenit was agreed after fome Csnteft, that they fhould 
Frwicb. ^*' March out with Arms and Baggage, and be conduded 
to Friburg. There was found in the Place, Four Brafi 
Cannon, 40000 Weight of Powder, and a coniidera^

THESE Proceedings foon alarm*d the 0>unci]s of 
\lirar at Vienna ; fo that the Emperor s Generals pre- 
fently enter'd upon Adion againft the Eledor of Bava- 
rid J Count SC HLIC K on the Side of Sah:{bourgh^ 
with one Army, and Count ST I \V M on the Side 
rf Neumark^^ with another. The latter, having taken 
a View of the Bavarian Lines near Ditfort, and finding 
diem unguarded, fent a Captain with 100 Dragoons^ 
to fin up the Trenches of the Lines, that the Horfe 
might pafs over ; but, the Enemy appearing with 150 
Horfe and Foot, and the Imperialifts imagining they 
would be fuftain'd by a greater Number, thought fit to 
make their Retreat. At the fame time. Count Stirum 
drew up all his Cavalry upon a rifing Ground, which 
the Bavarian^ perceiving, their Horfe rccir'd. After 
this, the Enemy advanced with 5 Battalions and 7 Squa- 
drons, who were immediately encompafs'd by the Ger^ cwnt%t\t\m 
man Horfe, and received fo warmly, that the Cavalry ^'^^{^ 
were not only entirely Routed, but the Foot threw ***^ 
down their Arms, and 487 furrender'd themfelves Pri- 
fbners of War : The Lofs of the Bavarians upon this 
Occafion, amounted to 800 Men, who having quitted 
Ditford^ the Imperialifts put 100 Men therein. Upon 
this Succ^fs, Count Stirum march'd on to (4) N jB W- 
MA 1(^1^, where the Bavarian GoyevnoVy withaGar- 
tifon of 1400 Men, made a (hew of fuftaining a Siege : 
But, the Citizens feeing Count Stirutns Batteries ready rake$ New- 
to play upon them, they Mutiny 'd againft the Gover-naark. 
nor, and oblig'd him to furrendcr ; and, the Militia 
were compell a to take an Oath of Fidelity to the Em- 
peror, and promife for the future, never to bear Arms 
againft his Imperial Majefty. After the Surrender of 
Newmarkj the City of (b) AMB EI^G, fent their De-

O N the other Hand, Count Scblkk^ having drawn 
together an Army of zoooo Men in the upper Aidhi^^ 
broke into the Bavdridn Lines by the way or Sah:{bowrt^ 
defeated the Militia that euardcd them, and made 
himfclf Mafter of ^edt^ and feveral other fmall Places. 
To put a ftop to thefe Proceedings, the Ele&or of Bs* 
vgria aflembled his Army near Brenau, and (to deceive 
Count Schlicl^) reported that he was going to befiege 
FASSAIV. General Schlick, confidering the Impor- 
tance of that PUce, advanced with the greateft part of 
bis Infantry to cover it ^ leaving his Cavalry, and all 
his Artillcr)' behind him. The £le(2or bein^ informed 
Battle •f of thefe Motions, pafs'd over Sr^riiW-Bridge wuh 
^*^'%^' 11000 Men, and advanc'd towards the Village ^biimi, 
where the Regiments of Schlick^ and Hannover were 
pofted. He Atuck'd them, and drove them to their* 
main Body, where they rang'd themfelves together iti 
Order of Battle, refolving to receive the Elei^r ; who 
taking the Advantage of his Superiority, renewM the 
Charge, and after a Bloody Engagement, forced them 
to quit the Field of Battle, and purfud them as far as 
the Country would permit. Immediately after this, 
his Elcdloral Highncfs being inft>rm'd, that the Head 
Quarters of the Saxm Troops, with the Artillery, were 
not above two Leagues farther, he diredly marched to- 
wards them, whom he found drawn up in Battalia, 1 5 
or 16 Squadrons in Number, with about joo Foot to 
guard the Cannon, which were fir^d upon the Electors 
Troops at their Approach ; but part of the Bavarian 
Tbi imperi.In/^i^^<7 advancing upon them, attack'd the Saxons So 
»mt defiat' yigoroudy, that they quitted their Cannon, and at 
*'• length, the Saxon Horfe were entirely defeated : 500 

of them being taken Prifoners, among whom were fe- 
veral Officers of Diftindion, and Major General Pl^s 
who Commanded them. In this Adlion, the Imperia- 
lifts loft 17 or 18 Standards, 4 Pieces of Heavy Can- 
non, 4 Morqirs, an^ ^tt tfactr Ammaaition and Bag- 
gage. 
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g&gb. The Bavarians in a few Days after, took ANNO 
N£pyBOVI(^G on the Inn, by Capituhtion, and 1703. 
Dlie Garrifon was conduded to Paffaif. 




NOTWITHSTANDING tbcfe difadvanta- 
gcs. General Schlicl^^ was refolv'd to penetrate into the 
Eleiftorate of Bataria .; and having overcome fomc of 
the Enemies Troops that guarded the Woods and PaiTes 
near Fajfaw, he made himfelf Matter of ^ILT^^HO- 
XJ EN, and Poflfefs'd himfelf of the Country adjacent. 
Count Stirum was alfo in Motion, and took Vryjiadt, 
Newfcifjfel, and feveral other finall Places in the upper 
Palatinate. The Eledtor obferving the Progrefs of that 
General, march'd with a deiign to make himfelf Ma- 
titt oi ^tisbon I whereupon, the Count encamp'd be- 
tween Netpmar^ ^and Amberg, refolving to give the 
Ek&or fiastle the firft Opportunity. Jin Order there- 
to, he fent the young Prince of Brandenburgh Anjfacb 
with 800 Horic, to open the pals of TVilt:^, which was 
Ltded by the Bavarians. He very courageoufly ef- 
ccd the Defign, and dif-poffefs'd them of a very Im- 
portant Poft ; but, being willing to purfiie them, he 
was attack'd by the Eledor in Perfon near Burghenfaldt, 
with a Body of 4000 Men, where after making a glo- 
rious Refiftance for fome Hours, was at laft unform- 
nately wounded by a Musket-ftiot, of which heDiednePrincfff 
the next Day, much lamented for his great Bravery, ?^*"u^ Anf- 
and other extraordinary Qualifications : The Imperia- ^^ sidn. 
lifts hereupon thought fit to Retreat, which was per- 
form'd in very good Order.

Camp. Prince Lewi forefeeing the Danger he wis in> J;J5S^^^**^ 
vroce a Letter to the States-General, wherein he in-^^ 
ftnn'd them^ that he had neither Men nor Cannon ftt£- 
ficient to withftand fo Numerous an Army, or to op> 

Cife fo vaft an Artillery, as Villars and TaUdrd were 
inging againft him. Their High Mightineifes upon 
this Intelligence, immediately lent him a Re-infbrce- 
ment of Eight Regiments, under the Command of 
Major General Goer ; who marching with ail poffible 
Expedition, reach'd the LINES at the fame time 
that Marefchal ViBdrs appear'd before thetn.

WHILST the grcateft part of the Confederate 
Troops were Engag'd at Bonne^ the French King Or* 
ders the Marefchals Boufflers and Villeroy to undenake 
die Siege of the Town and Caftle of Leige j and in 
Ofder thereto, all their Troops aflembied between Mons 
and Niunur^ and Dirc(5bions were given for 15000 Pio- 
neers, and 3000 Waggons to be got ready. But the 
Marquils D*AUgte having acquainted thofe Generals, 
cbac he could not defend Bonne many Days longer, 
they made a Motion towards Maeftricht^ pretending to 
fiirprize the Confederate Troops that were aflembied 
there, and to Bombard the Town.

^"Y^ ^^^^^ Lxpcdation^p chcy found the Confederate Amy 
drawn up in Order of Battle (under the Command df 
Monfirur Auvtrquerque ) advantagcoufly Pofted, and 
ready to receive them, altho' they were much Superior 
in Number. 'I'hc Two Marcichals being fruftratcd in 
their Defigns nnd having made feveral Motions to no 
Pur(K)fi', they thouf,ht it not proi>cr to attack the Con- 
federates and in march'd back, the fame way they 
came, to Tonf^eren ; leaving to Monfieur Auverquir^ 
all the Honour of that Day. 

SOON afrer the Siege of Bonne was at an endi 
the Duke of Marlborough rernrn'd tf> the ConfedcnK 
Army conflfting of \y^ Squadrons, and 99 Baaalton^ ; 
and fet forward towards Leige^ with a Defign not only 
CO fecnrc that Place, but to force the Enemy to decamp 
from Tongertn, wheic they fcem'd to be very advano* 
gcoufly IV)(ted. This gave a new Face to che AflTain 
of the French Army, and alter'd the Plan of their De* 
figni : For, the Allies having then a Powerful Army, 
(being Re-inforc'd with the 1 roops that had formed the r 
Siege of Bonne) made feveral Motions, in order to f 
oblige Marclchal Villeroy to a Battle, who conftantly 
declin'd it. So that (on May t5th) the Duke of Marlh* 
rough, having pafs'd the River Jeckp', advanc'd to 
llautin^ where the linemy intended to havcForag'd that 
Morning; but, upon Notice of the Confederates Ap- 
proach, they march'd with gre.ic Precipitation to BmS^ 
worn^ not thinking fit to ftand the Hazzard of a Battle: 
They alfo abandon'd TO NGRHBN, after they had 
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y^c^er parted the two Armies, and the Enemy bad fe- 
cur'd all the Bridges and Paffes of the River, yet chcy 
imagin'd themfelvcs not fecure enough, but recreated 
to liannuye ; fo that the Allies march'd to Thys, and 
there Encamp'd : Whcreu|Xin, the French drew up iq 
Order of Battle, and fcnt away their Baggage, as if 
they had intended to have come to an Engagement; bat 
they thought better of the Matter, and immediately, 
rctir'd before the Confederates.

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Important Defign in Execution in SfaniJh^Flanders lANNO 
ana in Order thereto. General Coehom (who had drawn 1703. 
together a very confiderablc Army) towards the end of 
^uncy made the neceflary Difpofitions for attacking the 
trench LINES in fcveral Places at once. Baron 
Sf^MT was appointed to Command fome Troops, that 
"were to z& near Stek^n ; Monfieur Coeborn with another 
Detachment, pafs*d over the Scheldt to make an Attack 
XKar Liefkenjhocl^ : And, General Obdam (with the reft 
of the Army) ftaid on this fide the Scheldt in order to 
xnake an Attempt on the Lines before Antwerp. The 
frencb had at that time two fiying Camps ; one com« 
manded by the Marquifs of Bedmar^ and another about ; 
Sruges, by the Count De La Motte. Baron Sfaar on 
the I7tfa of June in the Morning, perceiving that the 
Count obferv'd him Diligently ; to deceive him, feign'd 
a March towards Bruges ; but returning, advanc*d di- 
xeSdy to the LINES, and attacked them in the n^ Allies 
Country of H^aes^ near Stek^n : Where, after a ^^'^y^^cLhUn

Baron Sfaar had alfo one (light Wound, and his Purfe

of the Forces under his Command, and having march'd * 
from Liiio to Eck^en^ had put them to a total Rout : 
That, he had made his Efcape to Bredd with only 30 
Horfe, and could give no farther Account of their A^ 
my. This put the Dunb into a very great Coaftetm- 
tion, till they had receiv'd feveral more fatisfadory Re* 
lations of this Battle ; particularly one from Monfinir 
Mcf^ and another from Lieutenant»GeneraI Slandenbowp 
But to give a juft Idea of this A&ion (which was the 
moft confiderable, that this CAMPAIGN affi>rdcd 
in the Low-Countries) I (hail recite General Slmiia^ 
hourgh*s Letter to the Sutes, which will plainly (hew to 
whom the Victory ought to be Attributed.

* French Cavalry had done the fame thing, to fupport

rior and Sub-altem Officers, as by the Private Soldiers,

amd Wuuod- Dufch loft in this Engagement 17 17 Men Kill'd, roo| 
c(}' Wounded, 694 PrifoncTS or Defcrtcd, and 376 Horfes; 

whereas the French had near 1600 Men Kilfd and 
Wounded, befides 150 Officers: And notwirhftandinr^ 
Monfieur Obddm (whofe Condudl was feverely cenfur'd) 
went ofT in the midft of the Adtion, yet the other Dutch 
Generals, maintain'd the Fight with fuch admirable 
Prcience of Mind, that the Enemy were oblig*d to 
abandon the Field of Battle, and march oti by Night, 
without Beat of Drum, or Sound of Trumjiet, towards 
their Lines. Marefchal Boufflers Army was at leaft 
30000 Men : The greatcft Part of their chofen Troops^ 
a great many General Officers, and Young French Lords 
accompanied him : The firft to alfift him, and the lat- 
ter to acquire Glory, and lignalize themfelves: Where- 
as the Confederate Army did not exceed above 10000 
Men. Bur, the French Court, to make that A&ion ap- 
pear with all the Luftre of a compleac Vi(5kory on their 
fide, made no Scruple to Acknowledge, that the Allies 
were Supcriour in Infantry, Advantageoufly Pofted^ 
Oblig'd to abandon the Field of Battle ; as alfo, theif 
Wounded, Tents, Baggage, 6 Pcices of Cannon, 44 
Mortars, their Ammunition, Provifions, 150 Artillerf 
Waggons, (everal Colours and Drums, with the Loft 
of 4000 Men upon the Spot, and 500 made Prifbners. 
But the Relation Monfieur SUngenbourg has given of 
the Battle, feems to be more Faithful and Authentick, 
than any that have been given in France^ where general- 
ly a greater Regard is had to the Glory of the K I N G, 
than to the Truth of the F A C T. 

THE Allies, being willing to repair the Difadvan*^ 
tages they fuftain'd in the Adlion at Eckeren, join'd all 
their Forces together, with a Defign to come to an En- 
gagement with Marefchal ViBerq;, who encamping near 
St. Job, rang'd all his Forces in Order of Battle ; and 
gave out, that he rcfolv'd to ftay there for the Duke of 
Marlborough. The Duke, and General Auverijuer^ue^ 
hoping he would be as good as his Word, march'd with 
their Army under their Command, in feveral Columns 
to H^gftmaf (which was but half a League from the 

Enemies 
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Enemies Camp) whOy to all outward Appearance, made ANNO 
great Preparation for a Vigorous Adbion. General Sian^ 1703. 
genhcur^^ decamping from Lillo, march'd ail Night, V^^V^ 
and amv'd early in rhe Morning, between Eckeren and 
Cufelie, to attack them on that iide : And, the Duke of 
Marltorpughf with his Army, advanced in a great Plain 
over agaiuft the Enemy, and caused four Peices of Can- 
non to be difcharg d for a Signal to General SUngen* 
t^mg, in order for him to begin the Attack. But as he 
advanc'dy the Marcfchal Villeroy declin'd the Engage- 
ment ; and, having fet Fire to his Camp, order*d his 
Army to retire within their LINES. The Duke of 
hUrlb$roMgb, thus finding it impoflible to bring the 
French to an Engagement, (Jufy 27th, N.S.) march'd with TbeConft- 

aconfiderablc Guard to View the Enemies LINES. flJV^nTh* 
In which Motion, a Detachment of the Engii/h Royal lines. 
Regiment of Dragoons,' happen'd to fall in with one of 
the Enemies Out-Guards 01 Forty Horfe ; who, after 
one Di(charge retir'd, and were chas'd by the Bngiijh, 
to the very Barrier of their Intrenchments ; which 
tffcirded a very feafonable Opportunity to the Confede- 
rate-Generals, to have a pcrfed View of the Enemies 
Lines. 

ON the 1 6th of Auguft^ a great Detachment of the HUY//it^* 
Confederate Army under the Duke of Marlborough^ 
came before (4} HVT; upon whofe Approach, the 
Govemour of the Place broke down the Bridge, and 
retir'd with his Garrifon into the Caftle and Forts^ 
The Trenches were Open*d on the 17th in the Night ; 
the Prince of Anhalt, commanded the Attack againft 
Fort St. Jojifb, and Colonel FreJerick, Hamilton^ that 
againfk Fort Ficard. The Approaches were carried on 
with all poffible Diligence, and (bme of the Befiegers 
Batteries being ready the aift, began to throw feveral 
Bombs into the Enemies Works, and the next Morning, 
to Fire with Cannon and Mortars; whereupon, the 

Garrifon 
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^j§NSO Garrifbn quitted the Forts, of which the Beficgers cook 
1703. Pofrcffion : As al(b, of Fort Hp^f^t which is in a man* 
^\^^ ncr commanded by the other Two. On the %'^df the 
BeHegcrs began to Play upon the Caftic ) and on the 
15th, all things being ready for a General Storm, the 
Batteries Fir'd without Intenniirion the whole After* 
noon : And, feveral Ladders being fix'd to the Foot c£ 
the Caftle, the Beficg'd thought fit to beat a Parly, and 
oficr'd to Surrender, provided that the Garrifon (hoald 
be allpw'd to March to Samur^ with the ufuai Marks 
of Honour. This Propofition was reieded by the Duke 
of Msrltoroygh ; who (cnt word to tne Governor, That 
(notwithftanding the Advanuges he had over htm) if the 
Garrifon would lay down their Arms, all that belonged 
to the Officers and. Soldiers fliould be allow'd thou, 
and they (hould be exchang'd for a like Number of 
the Confederates Men, whenever Mareichal VilUrts^ 
fhould require it. Thefe G)nditions not being at iirft al- 
low'd of, Orders were given for renewing the Aflaub : 
But, the Soldiers refufing to defend the Place any longer, 
TItf OarriloD Monficur Millm (the Governor) was forc'd to acom 
ff/J^]^ the Terms ofTcT d him by the Duke of AUrlbmrngi 5 
wuT^ An^9 chc Garrifon (amounting to 900 Men) were made 
PrifoncH^ of WAR, and to remain till the two Ktp^ 
ments taken fome time before in TMgeren by the Frtmhf 
were relcas'd. There was found in the dftle, a confi* 
derable Quantity of Ammunition and Provifions ; And 
during the whole Siege, the Confederates had not 
above 20 Men Kill'd, and 35 Wounded : Whereas the 
Lois of the Enemy was above double the Number. 
In purfuance of the Articles agreed on, the Garrifoo 
march'd out of the Citadel the 17th in the Mornings 
and were all difarm'd except the Officers, who had the 
Favour granted them of keeping their Swordi. 

THE Duke of Mdrlhroygb (as I have inrinutcd 
before) having with great Care and Diligence, inform'd 
himfelf of the Condition of the Enemies LINES. J 
and taken the beft Advice where they might be Forc'd 
with greatcft Probability of Succefs ; occafion'd a Grand 
Council of W A R, which was held in the Confedente 
Camp, at Val-Notre^Dame^ a few Days before H$t^ was 
furrcnder'd. The Duke of Marlberougb, the Deputies 
of the Stares-General, Mondeur D* Auverquerque^ Moo- ' 
fieur Slangenbourgh^ and feveral Lieutenant and Major' 
Generals were prefent, where t^ Qjiidftion in Dcbiift 
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ms. What would be moft proper to be put in Execu- jfNNd 
i\aa, after Hujf ihould be in their Pofleliion. *Andy the 1703J 
Kege of Limbourg heinfi Propos'd, the Duke of Mtirlb^^ V^SP^ 
tmigh^ and ibme other Generals, were of Opinion, that 
Attacking the Enemies LI N E S between the Mehaigne 
tod the Leuwe, might be an Enterprife, that would 
contribute much more to the Glory and Advantage of 
the Confederate Arms. But, this Propofal (cho' back'd 
with very cogent Arguments) was Oppos'd by the De- 
puties of the States, and the Dutch Generals^ wha 
noold not confent to hazard their Troops in an Adion 
b verv Precarious ; and in which, if the French fliould 
(tin the Vidory, the United-Provinces would remainr 
dpos'd to their Incurfions; So that, the Projed of at- 
ticking their Lines was laid alide, and a Refolutiori 
tiken to fiefiege (a) LIMBOVUG, which was accor- timbotirg 
dingly Invefted (on Seftember 19th) bv Lieutenant-Ge- ^^^^^.^Y^ 
Aonl BmUii, with 14 Squadrons of Horfe and Dra- rat»i.°° 
goons* The next Day the Foot arriv'd, and the Can- 
non and Ammunition being come to Liege^ the Duke 
of Marlborough Came the Morning following, with the 
Hereditary Prince of Hejfe-Cajfel^ and a farther Detach- 
ment of 1 5 Squadrons, and 14 Battalions. Thc.fiefiegers,- 
baving tnarch'd to their fevefal Pofts, and all the Artille- 
ry and other Neceflaries being come up ; a Lieutenant- 
Colonel with 300 Men, was order'd to Attack the Lower 
Town, from Whence the Enemy retir'd upon the firft 
Aflaulc, and the Befiegers took Pofleliion of it. Om 
the isth, and 26th, the Confederates play*d upon the 
Upper l*own with their Cannon Night and Day, with 
fuch Succefs, that having made a very wide Breach, 
they were preparing for a General Storm the next Day ; 
which the Eneniy perceiving, beat a' Parly, and Sur- 
lender'd to the Allies : The Garrifon, to the Number 
of 1400 Men^ being made Prifoners of War. The 
IHike of Mdriborougb appointed the Baroft of I{echfcreH 
fe be Governor of the Place.

the i2d ac Nighc, the Line of Circiimvallation beine U/^'VSj 
finifli'dy the Trenches were Open'd, and the Befieg'd brisac 
made a very Vigorous Defence, tho* with the Lofs of a S^pf ^^ 
confiderable Number of Men. But, the Befiegers be-< 
ing provided with a Train of |co Pieces of Cannon, 
and 30 Mortars,, with plenty of all other Materials^ 
and, the Gmfederates not having a fufficient Number 
of Men to attempt the Relief of the Place, the Govcr- 
aorrhought fit to furrenderit, after a Siege of i\ov AndSum^t 
IS Days.

^^'Y^ *'^'^^<' Batulions Count Najfsu came Riding to the 
Princes Qjnancrs, and told him that the Enemy was tc 
Handy marching diredly to Attack him^ and defirM 
him to Command the Right Wing to their Arms, lliis 
was very furprizing News to the Prince, bccaufc the 
Count had conftantly afltir'd him, that Marefchal TaBard 
was not in a Condition to come out of his Lines. How-

tire in great DiTorder, before the Right-Wing (Com' 
mandcd by the Prince of Hejfe) could come up to their 
Relief. By this means, the Lcft«Wing being in great 
Confufion, the Enemy pour'd all their Force upon the 
Right'Wing, which was defended for fomc time, with 
a gicac deal of Bravery : Bur, the Defeat of the Left, 
having opcn'd a Way for the Enemy to Attack the 
HeJJian Foot in Front and Flank, they were fbrc'd to 
Retreat, after an Obftinatc and Bloody Refiftancc, 
which continu'd from One in the Afternoon till Night. 
The Prince of HeJfe ( during the whole AAion ) per* 
form*d all that could be expeded from a Brave and Ex« 

Erricnc'd Commander, having 3 Horfes Kill'd under 
im, and flew a French Officer with his own Hand. In 
this A£t\on feyeral Prrfons of Diftindtion fell on both 
iides (particularly, Monfieur Pruconul who commanded 
the French) befides fome Thoufands of Private Men. 
But that, which was the greateft Confcquence of this 
Victory, was the Enemy returning to the Camp before 
i^AN DAVf where the Count Oe Fri;^^ (Governor of 
LANDAU ti^^ Place) defpairing of any farther Rehef, rurrcndec'4 
^mrnndit'd. that Lnportant Fortrefs, upon the fame Conditions that 
were granted the Y<^Ar before to Monfieur De hblM, 
the French Governor. The Enemy Valu'd thcmfelves 
very much «ipon the Succefs both of the Banle and the 
Siege ; and Count T^tdrd could not have concluded 
tUc CAMPAIGN with n\om Gbryon rhe JFyiwcib

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, and with greater Difgrace to the Allies, whofe ANNO 
Officers were many of them Drinking, and Celebrating 1703. 
die Feaft of St. Leaf old, in Honour to the Eipperor, L/^Y^ 
vrben the Enemy unczpevSedly furpriz'd them^ which 
unfortunately Occafion'd the Lo& of the BATTLE, 
and Sqrraidcr of the TOWN. 

THERE was nothing -more very remarkeable this Ausbm 
Year in Gemuin)', but the taking of Atuburg by thejjfg^^*^ 
Sleftor of Bavdridf which was Invefted the 6rh of Df*Bafaria. 
cember, and the Trenches b^ing Open'd, and the Batte* 
ries finiih'd, he began to Fire upon the Place with 1 20 
Peices of Cannon and 40 Mortars, and continu'd to 
Bancr it till the 13th, when a Letter direded to Gene- 
ral Brihrd (the Governor) was Intercepted. His Elecfto- 
lal Highnefs, finding by the Contents of it, that the 
Governor was advis'd to take fuch Meafures as he 
fhould think moft Expedient for the Prefervation of the 
Garrifon, and the City from being deftroy'd, but that 
diere was no Probability of his being Rcliev'd : That 
Vrioce fent in the Letter by the lame MefTcnger that he

I N the Interim, the Duke of VhU$Jm9 wu pf«*' 
paring to Invade the Trentine^ and thereby, endeavonr 
to Open a Communication with the Elcdor of AtMiif. 
In Order hereto, he broke up with his Army (on Jufy 
20th) from €fuc CmScH, and March'd to Sam Cetn (near 
fVfn Fr4iic«)'and from thence to /(iWi. Oil the atfch, 
the Germans quitted Mvnie BdU9 ; and, on the 3oth^ 
General Meddvi (with a Body of 6000 Men) fbrc'd the 
The ihiki •fCermMH Lines in the Valeof Leirr: After which, he 
J[JjJjJj"J^ march'd to /Wvii, which the Germans abandoned at his 
Tfciuac. Approach. From Aumfi the lift, to the 26th, Tsriite, 
the Villages of Nir|« and Mm, C^UIunrc$f the Town 
of Jirco, and the Caftlcs of BrriM, MMJrM^:(0, and 1^ 
Uino, all fubmined to the Enemy. The ktter end of 
Auguft, having pa(s'd the River Surctf, the Duke of

THE Fi^eneb King, having di(cover*d the Dnke of 
SiKftS^'s Inclinations to the Confederacy, by an Intercep- 
ted Letter, fent Orders to the Duke or Frndefim^ to 
Biiifitrm Difarm his Troops, which he performed the 29cliof 
ihtrroo^efSefiember, being in all 2200 Men, and the Marqoil 
stfof . faldvieini who Commanded them ; Ht alfo lent 20000 
Men to fiemont, to feise fuch Towns and Fortreflc^ 
as were in fubjedion to the Duke. This occafionM a 

Srcat Confternation at Tifrin, and {b much Inftns'd his 
Loyal Highncfi, that as Icon as he had made the beft 
Preparations he could to Oppole the fymri Army, he 
ie(oIv*d CO ftttngchen himlelt by piopcr AOiances^ chat 
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he might render himfelf Capable to Oppofe the Enemy. ANNO 
To this End, he fent Letters to the Emferor^ England^ 1703. 
and Hotuftd^ to inform them of the French Kings ui> ^^\^*^ 
warranuble Proceedings, and of his hearty Inclinations 
to Join with the Allies, in Order to reduce the ezorbi- 
t^tat Power of France, 

COUNT Staremherg, being lenfible of the Difad.G«£r4/ y\U 
▼antages the Duke of Savo; muft neccflarily be under ^" defi^ 
at that time, fent him a Detachment of 1500 Horie 
( Commanded by Major-General HannibMl Vifconti ) 
who, notwithftanding all the Diligence and Secrecy he 
could Ufe in his March, was Attacked by a Body of 
4000 French ( utider the Duke of Vendofnu ) in the 
Mountains of St, SebaJiUn : And, after a Sharp En- 

Egement, efcap'd with the Lofs of his Bageage, a- 
at 150 Men, and feveral Horfes. Soon after. Ge- 
neral Sidremberg himfelf (according to the Pofitive Or- 
ders he had receiv'd from the ImperUl Courr, to At- 
tempt a Junction with the Duke of Savoy) began his 
March for Piedmont on December the X3d, with an Ar- 
my of 15000 Men, from the Secchia^ thro' the Enemy's 
Countrey* And after abundance of Fatigue and Trou- 
ble, they at laft advanc'd to Canelti^ where he join'd 
the Duke of Savoy, and encamp'd within a Mile jof 
each Other. Matters thus difpos^d, and the French 
King perceiving that the Breach bet^yeen Him and the 
Duke of Savoy was IrrecOncileable, Kefolv*d to Declare 
WAR againft Him, which was accordingly Publifli'd 
on the 4th of December. 

THE Campaign of 1703 being ended, the Duke of tU cam- 
hiAI^LBOi(PVGH, having given necefl&rj'Ditcaions J;* 'PJ^J^ 
for the Difpofition of the Troops, proceeded (with fe-^ ^ 
vera! other Generalt ) to the H^ne, in order to Embark 
for ENGLAND, being Saliued in the (Places thro* 
which he pafs'd, with all poffible Demonflrations of Joy 
and Refpea. The chief Genefals of the Fi(^BNCa 
Army, likewife, return*d to Court, where it was thought 
fit not only to Honour the Count of Marfin with 
M. Villars*s Poft, but they advanc'd him to the Digni- 
ty of a Mare(chal of France^ to give more Refped and 
Luftre to his Command. Several other Generals alfo re* 
ceiv'd great Marks ^ Efteem : The E!e<ftor of Bavaris 
was Congratulated upon the Vidory he Obtain*d over 
Count Sfinim at Scbemingen. Count TalUrJ was par^'

^ Confederates) to fend a fpeedy Relief to his Imperial 
^ Ma jefty, and the Empire : And to prefs the States, to 
^ take the neceflary Mcafurcs to refcue Gcrmdny^ from 
^ the Imminent Danger it was Expos'd to. 

AFTER this Memorial was Prefented, About the 7U DoW 
Middle of Afril, the Duke o( Mnrlbifrough (with Gene- ^^^'^^ 
n\ Cburcbil His Brother, Lieutenant General Lumley^ ha^ fn 
the Earl <rf Orkney, and other General Officers) Em- HoUiuwk 
btrk'd for HOLLAND ; and, on the lift, Arriv'd 
at the HAft/ff where he was Complimented by the For« 
xtini Minifters, and other Perfons of DiftinAion* 
And, haring had feveral Conferences with the States- 
General (or their Deputies) about the Operations of 
die enfuing CAMPAIGN ; His Grace propos'd 
to March direftly into Germany, as being moft con« 
dncive to the Advantage of the Confederacy, and the 
Diftarbance of the Common Enemy. He made a live- 
ly Reprefentation of the Imminent Danger that threat- 
ned the whole Empire, and indeed all Europe, if an im- 
mediate Check was not given to the Progrefs that the 
hewcb and Bavarians had made ; Moreover, as the 
Confederates were entire Mafters di the Maefe, and all 
the Sfanifli GueiJeriand, he was of Opinion, that a 
bder Number of Troops would be fufficient, to fecure 
their Frontiers : So, he hop'd, that the States-General 
urottid readily concur with him, and join their Forces, 
wixh Her Majefty*s of Great-Brisain, in fo Glorious a 
Caufe.

Their Con 
lafted feveral Hours, and it was agreed upon, that the 
two Armies fliould join, and that the Duke of M€rlb§^ 
rough and Prince LewtJ of Baden, fliouId Command 
each Day alternately ; and that Prince Supne fhoaUgo 
upon the Si^ino, to Command a feparate Army.

The i7th, the EnglUh Foot and Artil- 
lery, (under the Commiind of General Churchill^) who 
had been join'd in their March, by a Battalion of the 
King of PruJ/tas Fofce§> arfiv'd in the Camp at G/«~ 
gen i (b that all the Forces the Duke of MaYlbcrough 
expeded had join'd him, except the D/inijfh Horfe^ 
which were detach'd after him from the NetherUnds. 
The Bothy the Army marched from Gitigen to LnjicU 
^bMuffen on the Right, and Sdlmertjkoffen oh the, Left. 
They pafs*d fo near the Enemies Camp, that Lieiite- 
nant'Geneial BmUu, was fent out the Night before^ 
with a Detlchment of 1000 Horfe ahd Dragoons, to 
fccure the Avenues, by which they mi^ht have difturV <i 
the March of the Allieis, who by tbefe means proceed^ 
cd without any Oppofition. On the ift of Jufy^ they 
Continued their March in fight of the Enemy's En^ 
tiCDchmehts at Dillingen^ and Encamp'd the Right at 
AmerJigbeu, and the Left at Onderlngen. 

WHILE they lay in this Camp, the Duke of 
Mmrlbereugb receiv*d Advice^ that the Eledbr of Bnva-- 
rU had fent the beft of his Infantry to Re^inforce Count 
D*Arc9^ who was Pofted at (4) SCtJ^LLENBEIf,^ 
near Ihnawert ; where, for feveral Days, he had caus'd 
feme Thoufands of Men to work upon Intrenchmcnts^ 
as being a Poftof great Importance. Hereupon, his 
Grace rcfolv'd to March and Attack the Enemy ; and, 
the neceflary Dircdlicns being given to the Army, on 
July id, early in the Morning, he advanced with a De- 
tachment of 30 Squadrons of Engiijh and Dutch, a con- 
fiderable Number of Foot, commanded by Lieutenant- 
General Gocr^ Three Battalions of Imperial Grenadiers^ 
under Prince Lewi of BaJen, and the reft of the Armv 
fi)Uow*d with all poflible Diligence : But, the Marcn 
being long, and the Ways very bad, they could not 
Uttch the River H^ermits[ (which runs by Donawert) till 
about Noon, and it was 3 Hours before the Bridges 
Were finifli'd for the Troops and Cannon to pafs over.

O N the 13th of Augun (a D A Y, which decided SffJ^jL- 
die Efedor's Deftiny, by the Lofi of aU his Country) "^™^^^ 
early 10 the Mornings the whole Q>nfederatc Army 
Buuch*d 60m Munfiety leaving their Tents (landing ; 
and, the Duke of MMrlhrough, and Prince Esfene, Iul* 
viog Pofted themfelves on a Rifinff Ground, mmmon d 
$a me General Officers, to give them the neceflary Di- 
icAtODS, in order to Attack the Enemy ; upon which, 
the Army advanced to the Plain, and were drawn up 
in Older of Battle. About 9 o'th* Clock, the Enemy 
fir*d feme Cannon upon our Troops, as they were 
marching to form the Line, who were anfwer'd from 
oar Batteries with good Succefi ; and, both Armies 
oontinued Cannonading each other, till near One : 
Dnring which time, the Duke of Marltoreugh ordered 
a litck Rivulet and Morafs in the Front of the Enemy 
to be (bunded ; and, where it was found Impaffible, 
Orders were given to the Horfe of our ftcond Line, to 
Proride themfelves, each Squadron with 10 Fa(cincs, 
to facilitate our getting over. 

THESE Preparations being made, the Duke of 
J^tMrlUrpngb gave Orders for a General Atuck, which 
was begun about One o*ch' Clock. Prince Bugene^ and 
the Imperial General Officers, were on the Right : 
General CburchiO^ the Lord Cutts, Lieutcnant-Genera! 
iMmUsf^ the Lord Orkjuyt and Lieutenant-General In- 
goUsfyf with the refl: of the Englifh and Dutch Gene* 
rals, were on^he Left : And, the Duke of AUrltcrougb 
(in the Centre) Commanded the Whole. Tlie Difpute 
vmM wonderfully Sharp and Obftinate, and continued 
fiear 4 Hours ; at which time, the Troops under Prince 
^^gmtf being hard Prefs'd by the Bdvarians, began to 

five Way ; whereupon the Duke of Marlborough went in 
eifon thither, and Order'd ditCorts Dc Hg/irve to Ad- 
vance, who having pafs*d the Rivulet, ftopp'd the Ene- 
my from any farcl^r Progrefs. In the mean time, the 
Brngtilb and Duieb TrooPs gain'd Ground upon tho 
firtnch ; and foon after, oblijg d their Horle to retire in 
great Confufion, leaving their Foot behind thenar which 
were for the moft part cut in Pieces.

Thofe who fled towrtrdt 
HOC //5T£T rallied once, nuking a (hew of defend- 
ing the reft ; but the Regiment of B$tbmMr fac'd rhcm, 
and kept them in awe for fome time, and beinc |boR 
joined by other Rcsiments, the Enemy Gallop d fall 
fpecd towards Hicbflit. The Fnnch Horfe bemg to* 
t^rely defeated, and our Troops Maften of an cbe 
Ground, which was between the Enemy's Left, and 
the Village of Bleinbeim ; i8 Battalions, and la Saoa- 
drons of Dragoons, which were in that Village, ftnd- 
ing themfelves cut off from the reft of their Army, and 
defpairingof making their Efcape, laid down their 
Arms, deliver'd their G>lours and Standatds^ and fur- 
ftnder'd themfelves Prifoners at Difcrction. 

I T muft be acknowledg'd, that this Memorable 
Baule, was one of the moft Stupendious that has been 
Recorded in Hlfiory $ and at the fame time, it muft 
be allow'd, that the two Cbnfedcratc Generals, (the 
Duke of MMrlbofugh^ and Prince Eugem) defcrve tbe 
Higheft Encomium : BOTH giving their Commandf 
with all imaginable Sedacene(s and Prcfcncc of Mind | 
and expofing their Peribns (whcrc-ever tbeir Prefence 
was neccflary) with unparalell'd Courage and Reibhi* 
f ion. The Duke %'ery narrowly efeap^ being flioc by 
a Cannon»Ball, which graz'd under his Horfe's Belly, 
and covcr'd him all over with Dirt ; tnibmuch, chao 
he was thought to have iKen dafli'd in Peices : Tlie 
Prince was alfo in the thickeft of the Enemy's Fire^ 
but, had the good Fortune to efcape unhnn. The o» 
cher Generals of the Confederate Army, difcharg'd 
their refpedivc Commands with great Condud and 
Valour : And, among the reft, tbe Heredirarr Prinoe

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THE Enemy's Lofs (according to their own Con* 1704. 
feflton in feveral Interceotcd Letters^ amounted to near [^^y'^sj 
40000 Men ; in which Number they include 4 or 5000 Lofs rf tb9 
they loft in their Precipitate Retreat to the Black-For- ^Sf^^y^ 
reft, cither by Defertion, or by the Purluit of Hujfars 
and f enfant s^ who made a great Slaughter of the 
Stragglers. This Computation does not fecm impro- 
bable, conlidering the Number of Prifoners we made 
exceeded 13000 Men, of which above iioo were 
OfScers : That we cut in Pekes 10 French Battalions 
on their Right, and overthrew into the Danube above 
30 S<raadrons of Horfe and Draeoons, moft of whom 
werelDrowned : That their Left- Wing did al(b fufier 
very much, (efpecially the Foot) That oefides 95 Offi- 
cers that were found at Hochfiet^ DiHingen and Lamn^ 
gen ; the Number of the Wounded that they brought 
off from t^/m, were above 7000 Men. Befides, in the 
great Lofs which they fuftain'd, there were included 
feveral OFFICERS, of confiderable Diftindbion.

Upon advice that the Enemy had evacuated GHENT, 
the Duke of Marlborough advanc'd near that City, and 
cncampM at JMceriebecl^.

The fame Day, the 
Duke of Marlborough received Advice from Brigadier 
D0mf:(, that the Garrifon of QVDENAI(^D (con- 
fifting of one Spanijh and tv/o'Frencb Battalions) refus'd 
to furrender ; but his Grace giving Orders to Lieute- 
nant-General Scholten to march thither with 7 Batra- 
lions, 4 Pieces of Cannon, and % Mortars, they no 
Iboner arriv'd, but the Garrifon immediately Capitu- Oudiward 
lated. Brigadier Cadogan (who was fent to fummons ^'^^^'^^ 
ANTfVE 1^P,J acquainted his Grace, that there were 
10 Battalions in the City and Caftle, who feem'd en- 
din'd to furrender upon Honourable Terms. Accor- 
dingly, Baron Scbilde (Treafurer of Antwerp) with an 
Officer of the Garrifon of that Place, came to the 
Duke (who was then encamp'd at Arfeele) with Letters 
jErom the City, and from the Marquifs De Terracena 
(Governor of the Caftle) defiring that thofe Gentlemen 
might have leave to go to the EleAor of Bavaria, to 
receive his Diredions, in relation to the Summon^ they 
had receiv'd from his Grace : But, the Duke not think- 
ing fit to grant their Requeft, detach'd the Earl of 
Orkpejf with 1000 Horfe, to join Bng2idicr Cadogan, and

AFTER the Surrender of Dendermond, the Confe-^ 
derates form'd the Siege of C4; ^£TH, which aeth 
was Invefted the i6th of September^ by 40 Battalions, ^^^*!^'^' 
and go Squadrons, under the Command of Monfieur 
liAuverquerque. The Trenches were opcn'd the 2oth, 
and the Attacks were carried on with fo much Succefs, 
that oh the 29thy the fieiiegers made a Lodgment on 
the cover'd Way ; and in the Night, between the laft 
tf September, and the firft of OBober^ they took PoffeC 
fioQ of the Counter-Guard, before the fiaftion which 
was Attacked, and oblig'd the Garrifon to beat a Par- 
ley, at 6 a Clock in the Afternoon : Who refufing at . 
firft to furrender, upon the Conditions offer*d them by 
Monfieur D'Auverquerque, the Hoftilicies were renewed j 
But beating a Parley the fecond time, it was then 
agreed, that the Enemy fhould furrender themfelves ^nrf yttmn- 
Prifoners of W A R. The Garrifon confifted of xioo**^^^'''* 
Men, of which,* 500 were Kill'd or Wounded in the 
Siege : And the Confederates loft about 900 Men be- 
fore the Place. Soon aft^r the Surrender of the Town, 
Monfieur D* Auverquerque wrote the following Letter to 
Monfieur Fagel^ Secretary to the States-General.

They 
took all their Tents and Baggage, 5000 Horfes, Mules, 
and Oxen, 17 large Boats loaded with Ammunition, 
all their Pontons, 4 Pi<9:ures of the Prtnd) King, fee 
with Diamonds, valu'd ac 4000 Piftoles; and Mon« 
fieur De Carreft (CommiiTary-General of the Army) 
was taken, with all his Mules fo richly laden, that 
THAT Part of the Booty alone was valu'd at three 
Millions of Livres ; to which muft be added, loooo 
Horfes of 13 Regiments of Dragoons, which ferv'd for 
a very feafonable Recruit, to re-mount the Confederate 
Cavalry : But was fuch a Lofs to the Enemy, as could 
neither foon or eafily be retrieved. 

CdtJNT Dmm (General of the Artillery) defen-' 
ded the Capital City of TV 1(^1 N, with all imagina- 
ble Condudk and Valour; but the Garrlfon furter'd 
very confiderably in the Siege, which lafted near Four 
Months ; during which time, the Enemy made fuch a 
terrible Fire upon them, as can fcarce be paralell'd in 
«ny Age. However, they perform'd fuch Brave and 
Heroick AdHons, and found out fuch Methods to de-. 
fend tbemfelves, as will Immortalize the Glory due to

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the Greatnefs of their Courage and Valour ; and had AN'NO 
they not wanted Powder, they would certainly have 1706. 
made a far greater Execution, Out of the Jmperialilfs ^•V^ 
in Garrifon, during the Siege, 311 were Kili'd, 589 Lofi9ftb$ 
Wounded, and iii taken Prifoners : In all 1026. Out^U^*- 
of the Troow of Savoj, 1303 were Slain, 1712 Woun* 
ded, 1958 Defertefs : Total, 5093. Out of the Dif- 
mounted Horfe, 141 Kili'd, and 154 Wounded. Out 
of the Men belonging to the Artillery, there were 7 1 
Kili'd, 75 Wounded, and 47 Deferted 5 Total of all 
6607 : And, in the Battle, the Confederates had near 
1 3000 Kurd or Difabled. 

THE French (whofe Intereft it was to palliate their 
Defeat before TV^^IN) remain'd fome time about 
teneftrettes and Briancon, as if they had a Defign to 
return with an Army into Piedmont ; and to give an 
Air of Truth to their Pretenfions, made fome Prepara- 
tions, and unfuccefsful Attempts, to pafs thro* the Val- 
ley of uiqfta. But, his Royal Highnefs, and Prince 
Eugene, difregarding the Reports fpread by the French, 
were only wifely intent upon improving their late Ad- 
vantages, and prefcnt Opportunity. All the Places pof-

1 707. at the Lrfr-Wing) ordered the Portugui:^e Horfe of the left 
of the Rear-Line ("commanded by the Count O^AttdlU) 
to double into our firft Line, to make an equal Front 
with the Enemy. About 3 in the Afternoon, the Earl of 
Caiwdy potted himlelf at the Head of the Englijb Dra- 

{oons, and march'd to begin the Battle with the Enemy s 
Light- Wing of Horfe ; the Portugue:{e being order'd to 
take the Charge, as it fhouid come to them Gradually 
from the Left : But, not before the EngUJh and Du^ch 
were adlually cngag'd. The Enemy while we were mar- 
ching on, began to play upon Us from a Battery on 
a Rifing-Ground, a linle in the Front of their Right; 
but our Troops prelTmg on to come to a clofe En- 
gagement, the Cannon on either (ide, did little Exe- 
cution. Colonel Dormer was Order'd with a De- 
tachment of Dragoons, to attack the Battery ; but be- 
fore he got thither, the Enemy retir'd with their Gans 
in great Precipitation. As foon as our Left- Wing was 
Advanc'd within 100 Paces of the Enemy's Horfe, 
THEY likewife advanc'd out of theirLine to meet 
our Charge; and the Engagement was very Obfti- 
nate and Bloody on both (ides. The Enemy by the 
Weight of their Squadrons, forc'd Ours to Retreat 
about 50 Paces; But, Colonel Southwel znd fVdde% 
Regiments of Foot, who were on the Left of that 
Brieade, which was Interlin'd with the Horfe of the 
Firft Line, comine up ; gave their Fire upon the E- 
nemy's Flank and Rear; and our Cavalry, at the 
fame time, renewing their Charge in the Front, drove 
them in Diforder thro* their own Lines, with a very 
great Slaughter. By this time, the Englijh and Dutch 
Foot ("under the Command of Lieutenant-General Earl^ 
and Baron Trejhcim) were fharply Engag'd in the

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iTHE Enemy, obferving that the Cavalry pf our 4 iV NO

TWO Portugaes^e Battalioiis^ who were potted at

THE Enemy, finding they endeavour'd to no Pur- 

Eife to break our Left with Horfe only, fent fot 9 
attalions (moft of them French) and drew up before 
their Fi^ht Line of Horfe, in Qppofition to our Bri- 
gade of Foot, which confifted of Colonel SouthvpelTs^ 
Blo^d'Sf TVadeSf and Mountjo/s Regiments ; and was 
re-inforc*d by Lieutenant-General Stewart's Kcgiment 
from the Rear Line. At the fame time, they brought 
,up feveral fteih Squadrons to make another Charge 
tipon our Left- Wing of Horie, who had fufFer'd ve-

The 
Enemy now had nothing rcmaming but to furroond 
our Foot (which were broke on the Plain) and for 
fomc time, gave no Quarter. Hereupon, Major-Gene* 
ral Shrimftoriy Brigadier Macl^/irfney, Colonel Brittam, 
Colonel Hi a, and Icvcral other Officers, aflemUed 
the broken Remains of the Engli/h Regiments, andjoy- 
ncd fome of the Dutch and Portugue^^e Infantry, who 
had been Rallied by Count Dhona, and Don Juan £- 
mnnuel ; and this Body (ro the Number of about 40CO 
Men) retreated about two Leagues, to the Hills of 
Tlv Allies cUudete : Bur, the Men being tir'd with the Fatigue 

•'A^' • of the Day, and wanting both Provifions and Am- 
munition, were unable either to march farther, or to 
make any Defence : So that the next Morning, being 
furroundcd by two Lines of Foot, the Commanding 
Officers agreed to the fame Capitulation as was gran- 
ted to the French at Bleinhesm, and furrcnder'd tnem- 
felves Prifoners to Count D'AsfeU. 

THE Enemy's Lofs during the Adlion, was much 
grfater then Ours ; but our Foot being at laft broke 
and expos'd to their Cavalry, were moft of them 
Kill'd, Wounded, or taken Prifoners. His Excellen- 
cy the E.irl of Galp^ny ; (who gave fignal Proofs of 
his Condud and Braver)' J receiv'd a great Cat over 
his Right-Eye, and being over-power'd by the Ene- 
my, was, at Inft, forc'd by thofe about him, to pro- 
vide for his own Safety, with a fmall Party of Eng- 
/i/fc Dragoons. Brigadier KjiiegrePf beine Wounded 
in rhe firft AfTault, ftill kept the Field^ and was 
Kill'd in a fecond Charge. Lieutenant Colonel /{«- 
fer (of Major-General Harvey s) Lieutenant-G^onel 
Lavprence (ot Brigadier C/rr^fw^^r's) Liemenant-Cciloticl 
Dormer (of the Lord of EJJex*$) Lieutenant-Colonel De- 
loches (of Colonel Pierce's) and Lieutenant-Colonel Green 
(c^fthc Lord Peterl/orough's) were Kill'd at the Head 
of their rcfpcdivc Squadrons, having behav'd them* 
felves with extraordinary Refolution and Undaunted- 
nefs ; And, Colonel Pierce, and Mr. Hara (Son to the 
Lcrd Tyraxoley) were Wounded. Of the Foot, Lieute- 
nant Aiiftin, (of the Guards} Lieuteoant-ColOael Mack*

After the Adion, the Earl of 
Gdlppay retreated with the Broken Remains of the £»f- 
li/h and Dutch Horfe and Dragoons to Alcira, and 
having left a Garrifon in that Place, and in Xativa^ 
Denia, and AlicatU, march'd with the Portaguej^e Ca- 
valry, to the other fide of the Ebro, near Tcrtofa^ in 
Order to joyn the reft of his Catholick Majefty*s For- 
ces^ and defend the Principality of Catalonin^ 

AFTER this fatal Defeat of the Allies, the King^^ 
cf France wrote the following Letter to the Arch-Biihop 
of Paris.

M OcnBioy. were attended with no greater Succefs to the Confrae- 
rateSy than thofc of Sfdin : For, the Gernum Forces, 
wcfic fo inconfiderable in their Numbers, and fo ill- 
provided, as not to be able to fland a fudden Irrup- 
tion of the Enemy. The adive Marefchal De VtlUarSt 
(who had with great Diligence and Secrecy, aflembled 
his Army early in ^(^n^) refolv'd to pafs the J(i^/itf, 
and committed the Execution of his Defign, to«the 
Marquifs De Vivans^ and the Count De Broglie. In or- 
der tnercto, he caus'd a Bridge of Boats to be laid over 
an Arm of the i(,ibiiff, and having landed a great Num* 
ber of Grenadiers on the Ifland over againft Nemtourg, 
the -Count De Breglio^ advanc'd to the Genndus, and re- 
puls'd them with confiderable Lofs. After that, MareA 
chal VilUn (on the aid of Mdy) advanc'd to the Lines 
of BVHL, with 40 Squadrons, and to Battalions; 
and in his March, entirely defoued ijie Gemutm's Ad- 
vanced 
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vanc'4 Guard of Horfe. On the 23d, at break of Day, ANNQ 
a Fog made it difficult to difcover whether the Germans 1707; 
(whofe Tents were ftanding, and who fir'd fome Can- ^^/'V^ 
tion-fhotj continued behind their Intrenchments : But as 
loon as it cleared up, it appcar'd ihey had abandoned 
them, for fear of being Artack'd in the Rear, having

Siis De Vhans, and the Count De Broglio^ had pafs'd 
e I(^ine : So at 5 in the Morning, Marefchal Villars 
cnter'd without Lofs, thofe LINES, which had been 
look'd upon as the Rampart of Germany; and in which Uarefchjtl 
he found a great many pieces of Cannon, and vaft J^*]*f^* ^ej. 
Quantities of Ammunition and Provifions. The fame man lines 
Day, he advanced to B^ftady took Poffeffion of the Ca- 
ftle belonging to the Pnncefs of Baden, and prepared 
to follow the flying Germans with all poflible Diligence. 

THE Marefchal having fuccefsfujiy proceeded thus 
far, continued Four Days at I{afiad, waiting for his Wag- 
gons and Artillery, and to give Neceflary Diredion?. 
On the 28th, he march'd with his main Army, and en- 
camp'd at EtUngeny where he found a confiderable 
Quantity of Provifions. The fame Day, the Marquis 
De Vivans (whom the Marefchal had fent out with 1 500 
Horfe on the Road to Pfortj(heim) having Information 
that a Body of German Horfe were coming towards him, 
he advanc'd to meet them, who at his Approach, poftr 
ed themfelves behind a Rivulet : But, he charg'd them 
fo Vigoroufly, that they were Broken, and entirely De- 
feated: 150 of them were Kill'd, 80 made Prifoners 
(particularly, a Major of Count Merci's Regiment who 
commanded them, and Count De Berlo) almoft all their 
Officers, and above 150 Horfcs were taken. The Ger^ 
mans not being able to ftand their Ground, Marefchal 
Villars advanc'd to Pfort:{heim, and there halted to wait 
for a Qonvoy of Bread and Meal from Fort Lovk ; and 
on the 31ft, matched before with the Horfe of the 
Right- Wing, and all the Dragoons, to follow the Ger-^- 
mansy and obferve their Motions : And on the ift oif 
June, advanc'd within two Leagues of 5^«/gW, wher^ 
he made and had his own Demands.

As the Prench{^^\^\3 
knew nothing of the March of the Germans, they had JJ^^j^ 
appointed that Day for a Forrage, which Facilitated CMniMmf, 
their Defeat. Their General made his Efcape with 
no fmall Difficulty, and, his Men finding themfelves 
clofely purfu'd, quitted their Horfes, and made their 
Retreat thro' the Hedges : So that the Germans brought 
away 4 Standards, 150 Prifoners, and near 1300 Mer- 
les ; having had only 1 Lieutenants, and 30 private 
Men Kill'd. On the x8th of OBobtr, Marefchal Vti^ 
lars took the Opportunity to repafs the l(bine^ by the 
Ways of Fifrs Levi, and Fare l^hl ; and % Days after,' 
his Eledoral Highnefs, feperated his Army, and di& 
pos'd them fo conveniently in their Winter-Quarter^' 
that they might Aflemble in 48 Hours, upon any £mer« 
gent Occafion.

nicatibri with the Dukeof Sniv^y rtftcTr'd; and the'Cor- 
tcfpondence between thetw<vBtauchcs of die H<y(jfeo£ 
• :^7W4, rehder'd more eafy by Fhai, than by afny 
' other Way. The Giitumftariees are futh, that t?s im- 
ported, thatth^Eniperor CHA^LESW, hadfogr«At 
an Idea of them, that in order to pofTefs that Dutchy 
in Peace and TrirtKjuility,- he 'i)fferd Jiis-Daiigbter to 
' Ih^ Son of TmrtW'^lhc *Pirft>^4Ciftf^of m^a; with kll 
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'JNNO cbe Hiihirlimds^ and to Ered die (aine into a Ktii£^ 
n^. dom. Ir was upon the (ame Confideracioni^ that cSe 

^VN/ (aid Emperor coald never be perfttaded, co grant the 
Invefticure of that Ducchy to Vt^nci^ or leave her in 
PoflcAon thereof, tho' the Vrmeh m'd all polfibie meana 
to obtain the fame. The Emperon who have ftscceed* 
ed that Prince, have inherited the (ame Sentiment! % 
and cbe Uft deceas'd, could never be induc'd, in the 
Negotiations about th^ Sfsnijh SuccefCon, to conient 
CO part with the WUm\i, The (aid Dutchy, and 
other States in Lpmbsnfy^ are fo fcituaced, that they 
do not only contribute to their mutual Defence, but 
mrt al(b of |(reat Importance for fubfiiking the Armies 
of the Allies, and thereby ftrengthen the common 
Caule. Laftly, by the Redudion of LimbMrd;, (everal 
Noble Rights of the it^iMii Empire in /in//, have hua 
JUcover'd and Re-eftabliih'd ; and namelv, the Impe- 
rial Righu on the Fiefs uf hUmu^^ and Modimi, u 
well as MiUn ^ the Principalities of Gtn^ftaKa and Cc* 
fiigUmi^ and the Marquifate of tin^l^ befides other 
Places, which for Brevity fake, are to be Omitttd. 
The Duke of Sm>^ has been reftor'd co his Principality 
of PUdmmi ; and having lately rtcorer'd the Town 
and Caftle of Su^m^ has thereby open'd a Wav to his, 
and the Arms of hb Allies, for a farther Progress. The 
Kingdom of Nnflis^ is now entirely reduc'd to the 
Obedience of the Houfe of Aufirid ; and 'tis likely 
chat Sicih and Sardtnia will ibon follow that Example ; 
whereby the Territories of the Emperor, on the Adri^' 
$ick Sea, will be farther cover'd } the Navigation and 
Commerce to the Livam fccur'd ; and the Party of the 
Allies both by Sea and Land confiderably ftrengthen'd. 
Thefe Kingdoms being fo Powerful in themfelves, as it 
h$M formerly appear'd, that thro' a good Government, 
agreeable to the Genius of the People of that Coimtry, 
and by an Orderly and Fru^ Adminiftratton of the 
Finances, they may be put in a Condition to fumiih 
and mainuin a great Number of Troops and GaUiM, 
for the Service of the Common-Cau(e. To conclude, 
the Principality of C^m/mm, and feveral Places and 
Forts in V^ltneU and Anidlnfi^^ have been Recover'd, 
and are ftill Pofle(s'd by King C HA ^LB S IIL 

HOWEVER, High and Mighty Ix>rds, nocwicfc- 
ftanding the(e Great And Important Advantages, the 

1. AAus 
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Affairs are not yet brought to fuch a Pafs and BaHanoe, jiNNQ 
as may fecure the Safety and Tranquility of your High<^ 1707. 
Mightineffes, and your Allies. The great Power of 
the Enemy you had to Wreftle with, and efpecially 
that of the French^ which tho* feveral Times glorioufly 
defeated ( and efpecially, at S CH E LLE NBE SiG^ 
HOCHSTET, K^AMILLIES, and TVt(^IN) 
have yet found Means every time to rife again, and 
Jiave fo far Improv'd the Defeats they had receiv'd, as 
to make them Incentives for greater Efforts. That veiy 
Power has now and then ftopp'd the Profccution of the 
Advantage Obtain'd, and the Rapidity of Vi<£tories. 
To this Stop, have likewife contributed the Diforder. 
DiktorinejV, and Slownefs of fome of the Allies, and 
their ^Want of good Intelligence, of the Motions, and 
Defigns of the Enemy : And, it were to be wifli'd, that 
in the Courfe of this WAR, there fhouJd not be found 
ty Experience, what has been formerly obferv'd, vijf. 
That great Hopes, and great Succeifes, do not always 
•go together j and Thar Profperity which gives Birth to 
'^ch Hopes, commonly brings along with ir^ at the 
fame time, a Wrong and Groundlefs Opinion of the 
Weaknefs and Declenfion of the Enemy, and cons- 
equently, produces Supinenefs and Negligence. 

BESIDES all this, the Advantage of the Ground,,' 
the Natural Strength of the Rivers and Canals, in the 
Countries where the WAR was to be carried on ; the 
Number, Scituation, and Extent of the Fortified Pla- 
ces to be Attacked ; the Backwardne(s of the Seafbns, 
and Unfeafonablenefs of the Weather, and even fome 
inconfiderable Accidents, may alfo retard and ftop the 
Profecution of Advantages obtain'd. *Tis to thefe 
Reafons (or at leaft to fome of them) that we may At- 
tribute, That Campaigns which have follow'd thofe 
wherein great Advantages were gain*d, have not been 
fo favourable : That the Campaign next after the Vi- 
aories of SCHELLENBEUfi and H0CH5TE T, 
and which (eem'd to Promife no lefs than the Conqueft 
of Saar Lcui^ and Thionvilley and even of Afr^;(, and 
other Places in the Heart of France, had not Succefs 
^nfwcrable to thofe Promifes and Expectations : That, 
in the Netherlands^ where the Enemies, by many Pre- 
cautions, and Cundandoy have endeavour'd to Preierve 
{heir Towa$ and Fontefles; the laft CAMPAIGN, 

f ~ has 
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'iJNNC hu MX bctn fo (nccdifiil as the Former : And^ thii 
1707. die EncdioM imo Fr^vfua, and the intended Con^ 
oueft oi T$ulm and MdrJtiUi^ have bad no other e£fe^ 
oian the Devaftation of pan of that Province, the 
Bombardment of T^ulm^ and the Deftioyin^ of ibme 
Men of WA R, and Magazinei. However, it may be 
Cud, that THAT Expedition ba$ ftop'd the Progreft 
of the Enemy in the Empire, and in ^i^in ; becaufc^ 
dbev were oolig'd to make D^tacbmenu from thence, 
toftop the Progfc(s of the Expedition afbreiaid« 
• 
A S to the prefent State of the Enemy, and the £f- 
totXM they have made againft the AUiet ( which is the 
fchird Point under Conbderation ) it is to be obfecv'^, 
Khat nocwithftanding they are depriv'd of the Afliftance 
that their Confedenucs, the Eleoors of C$l9fn and Bs- 
9mrid^ had given them before $ as alio, of tne Supplies 
i(hey re ceiv'd from thofe Countries, and the Dependen- 
cies of the Monarchy of SfUn^ which have been re- 
•duc'd to the Obedience ot the Allies, yet their Power 
temains ftiU Great and Formidable : That, Fn^na in 
Particular, in' vefpeA to the Extent of its Territories 
•And Frontiers, is ftill the fame as it was .when this 
WA R was Undertaken (Ls9kUu and id^mn excepted) 
and that, on the other Hand, they are poflefs'd or the 
whole Dutchy of Smvoj^^ Brifsck, Fm JO^H ^d Tryern 
That how great foever the . Efibrts of that Crown, 
jnigbt have been in the two Preceding WARS, yet the 
iame have been conflderably Augmented in the Prefent : 
.That it may be Affirm'd, upon good Information, that 
cbe Taxes and Aids rais'd Yearly for the (ame, are 
ik)uble what they rais'd in ihe Preceding WAR, and 
even are Augmented by one Third of all the coin'd 
-Species, that were found in Ftnno9 : That, their Ar- 
snies, thro' new Levies, Recruits, and People compell'd 
»by Force into the Service, are confiderably ftrong* 
^f and more Numerous ; infomuch, that in the laft 
CAMPAIGN, they have brought inco the Field 
againft the Allies, above 400 Squaacons, and 300 JBar- 
ulions : And, tbo' it is true, beyond Contradi4tioQ, 
that thro' thefe great E£brts, the Kingdom muft be 
.Weaken'd in refpedl of Men and Money, and muft 
daily grow Weaker and Exhaufted : Thst the Com- 
sneroe abroad, and what they ui*d to get thereby U 
coniderably Deoty'd : That theiXMiinnal Alteration pf 
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tkelr Gold and Silver Coin, the abundance of Mint- ANNCk 
Bills, and Non-Payment of Intereft, inuft needs have 1707. 
iiink their Credit in a moft feniible Manner ; and that 
they muft fend vaft Summs in Specie abroad : Yet it 1$ 
certain, that FI(/iNC E has in her felf fome Refour- 
ces that defer ve a ferious Attention, and ought not to 
be pafs'd over without Confideration. The fame Iver^ 
laft YEAR laid open before your High^Mightiaeflbs^. 
with all their Circumftances ; and therefore, it will 
now fuiEce to obferve in a Summary Way and Recapi- 
tulation, that the Defpotick Power of the King, the. 
SubmiiSon, Reverence, and Obedience of the SubjecSbs j 
the general Genius of the Nation, and in particular of 
the Nobility (which is very Numerous) inclining them 
fco'\|rAR; the Extent of the Territories of France^ 
the Multitude of their Parifhes, the vaft Number cS 
its Inhabitants, amounting to feveral Millions, have 
liitherto given an Opportunity to that Crown, to Re- 
eftablifli their Forces, tho' never fo much defeated, and 
that the Diminution of their Coin is conflderably fup^ 
plied by the Produdb and Goods of the Growth and 
Manufadure of FI(ANCEy which ate fold in thef 
Korthem Parts of EprofCy amounting to feveral Milli- 
ons ; by the Sale of their Fifh and Manufadiures, along 
the Mediterranean Sea, and in the Levant ; by tfa^ 
Trade of their Linnen of Kormandj and Brittany, into 
the iVeSi'Indies ; and efpecially that by their Navigation 
and Settlements on the South-Coaft of America, they 
have gain*d the Trade of Gold and Silver with the In- : 
habitants of Peru : A return of fuch a Quantity of Spe- 
cies Coin'd and Uncoin'd, and other Rich Valuable 
Goods, which exceeds Imagination, and of which, 'tis 
aflur'd, that one third Part comes to the King's Profit. 
Befides all this, 'tis to be Obferv'd, that the great 
Number of their Privateers at Sea, and the Contribu- 
tions they raife every where on the Frontiers of the 
Allies, bring no inconfiderable Sums into F 1^-4 NC£. 

THIS being briefly obferv'd about France, it may 
be farther remark'd, that T H AT Crown is ftill Uni- 
ted with the Kingdom of Spain, which formerly with 
iill its Subjects, States and Dependencies, foUow'd the 
Party of the Allies : That THAT Kingdom is ftiH 
entire, except fome few Places in Andalujia and Valen* 
cia^ and the Principality of Catalonia, as it has been

ANNO tlretdy Itlated. That the laid Kingdom is in (oiM 
1707. Parts Barren and Unpeopled^ by reafon of the Colo-' 

^Y^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^^ ^ /ii^iV/» and by the Expuliion of to 
great a Number of People, of a Foreign Religion » 
¥fhiitp on the other Hand, the faid Kingdom hat (uN 
ftr'd very much by the Prefent WA R, and in General^ 
flnce the Reign ot Philif II, and other Kings, to King 
Clfsrlit II, by the Prodigious Efforts they have made 
to maintain the WA R in the NethirUnds^ and femenr 
and keep up Inteftine Divifioos againft their Neigb^ 
bours, tnro* a vaft Number of Penfions and borrowd 
Sums^ at high Intereft, which have occafion'd the En- 
gagement of the Demefnes, and more particularly, 
thro' the ill Adminiftration of their Finances, the (aid 
Kingdom is fallen into a great Diforder and Deoiy r 
But, notwithftanding all this, the ¥tr9nch Minifters had 
no fooner taken upon them^ after the Death of King 
Cbsriei U, the Adminiftration and Diredion of the 
Aflbirs of SPdin, according to the Premb Manner, but 
that Kingaom began to make fuch Efforts as was noc 
thouehc of before, and has brought this YEAR into the 
Field of Spain, a greater Number of National Troops, 
and chiefly of Horfe, than perhaps had been feen in 60 
Years before. That the WiV/, and the Iflands in the 
Miditnraneamp belong ftill to Spdin. That the Neiher^ 
lnfuU, except what was taken from them laft YEA R, 
belong ftill, in regard to their Outward Name and Ap- 
pearance to Spain, tho' in Fad to France ; and are un- 
der the Dommion of that Crown, undoubtedly, by Ver- 
tue of the Ceffion, which *tis aflur'd was made to them, 
by the Duke of Anjou, at the Time of the famous 
Acceptation of the Pretended Will of the late King 
Charles of Spain. 

THE Netherlands, High and Mighty Lords, have 
been a long time (ince^ the Aim of the Defires of the 
« French, and of their continual Enterprifes, which un- 
doubtedly had their Rife from the Remembrance of 
the SucceiTes of the Battles of St. Qftintin and Grave^ 
lines, and the Motion! of rhe Arms of the Prince of 
Parma, and others that followed thereupon, which made 
PI(/1 NC E tremble more than once, Und put them up- 
on Mcafures to feize the Towns and Places on tne 
Frontiers, that were moft convenient to Proted them 
for the Future I and, as it happens commonly, £rom 

this 
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this Defire, they proceeded tt> what might fatisfie their AN 140 
AmbitiiDn. But, as our Fore-fathers thought the Neigh- 1707. 
bourhood of fuch a great PdWei* as France, inconfiftent 
ivith the fefcurity of their Country ; the faid Nelher^ 
lands haVe been the Source of Mifutiderftanding, and 
continual Th)ubles9 between that Cfowh aiid the State. 
What happeii'd in the Reign of Lev^t^ Xllt King of 
Frante, under the Miniftry of the Cardinal De Hicht* 
lieu, is fttfficieiitly known ; and how that Crown, in 
the Year 1634, having endeavour'd to get Pofleifion of 
the greateft Part of thofe Provinces, by the Propofal of 
a nnition, the confiderable Members of the Repub-^ 
lick oppos'd the fame, without any other Aim or De*^ 
fign, than what is abote-mention'd. That the Cardi-^ 
nal Mas^arine, aft^ the Eieath of Cardinal Hjchelhu; 
^nd of LeiPK XI 11. ivhich happen'd foon after, having 
fucceeded the former in the Diredion of Affairs, under 
the Regency of the Queen-Mother, Anne of Auftria; 
us'd all poffible Means (<vithout fparing ariy thing, efpe- 
cially during the Negociation of rHe Treaty of Munjler) 
for Uniting the Netherlands to France. That, hoWever^ • 
the State did at that time, wifely break the Meafures 
of that Crown, by their fepetate Treaty of Peace 
with Spain, That France being not difcourag'd there- 
by, endeavour'd to obtain her Aim, by the Continua- 
tion of a particular WA R againft S/>4/;i, and private 
Negotiatiohs with Protecftor Cromrvel^ and clandeftine 
Intrigues in other Courts. That they partly fucceeded 
therein, in the Treaty of Peace of the Pyrenees, in ob- 
taining Arras, Bafaume, and the whole Country of Ar- 
toK ; the Towns and Bayliwicks of Aire and St. Omer 
excepted ; Gra^elines in Flanders ; Landrecy and Qiiefl 
noy in HaynauU ; Avefnes, Marienburgh, and PhilipviHe, 
between the Sambre and the Mae:{e : Thionville, Mont* 
fnedi, and DamviUiers, in the Countrey of Luxemburgh^ 
and feveral other Places. This, however, was not fuffi- 
cient to fatisfy their Defires and Ambition ; and there- 
fore, in the Year 16^3, new Propolals were made on 
the part of that Crown to the State, for a Partition, 
or Cantoning of the Netherlands, but both to no Pur- 
pofe. The Partition was declin'd for the Reafons afore- 
faid ; and the Cantoning, or making the Netherlandi 
a feperate State, rejeded, becaufe it was thought, that 
they would not make a fufHcierit Barrier, King Philif 
the IV. of Sfain happening to Dye in the Year 1665 ; 
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ANNO His Death, and the Oedcnfipn of the A&irs of Sfdim 
1707. in the SetherUmli^ which decay 'd daily, gave foon an 
Opportunity to France^ to put up new Prcteofions on 
thofe Provinces : And, notwithftanding the Soleoin 
Rcnuntiation, made by the King and CJpeen, in the 
Treaty of the Pjfrencei^ to the SucceiTion of the faid 
King Philifj they pretended that the Dutchy of Br$^ 
banff and leveral other Provinces were fall'n to Ftdnce^ 
upon pretence of a ceruin Right of Devolution, by 
Virtue of which, the Daughters of the Firft Marriage, 
tvcre prefcrr'd to the Sons of the Second, and depriv'd 
the Father, who had contra<^ed a Second Marriage, of 
the Power to difpofe thereof. Thefe Preteniions, being 
fupportcd by Arms, which Alarm'd all the Neighbour^ 
ing States ; Your High-Mifthrinefles, and ibmeOchers^ 
were ncceiiitated to Oppolc the fame, and refolv'd to 
take upon themfelves, by Way of Security, the Dc^ 
fence and Prote<f^ion of fome Towns and Places. This 
Oppofition, produc'd the Peace of jiix-Ld-ChafelU^ in 
the Year 1668, whereby, for the better Preventing fur- 
ther Mifcbicfs and Inconveniences, feveral Towns in 
the NefherUndj , and amongft others, D O IV A T, 
TOVH^NAT, and LJ5L£, where yielded to Fr4iictf : 
However, upon the exprefs Condition, that the reft of 
the faid Provinces, (hould be fecur'd under the Gua- 
ranty of every one of the Potentates of EV H^O P E. 
But, when the Famous Triple Alliance, between Eng^ 
liind, SvpeJen, and that State was concluded, for the 
Guaranty of the Peace aforcfaid ; This was taken by 
France as an Obftacle to their farther Defigns on the 
NetherUnds ; and fo highly refented, that it may be 
faid, that this very thing, was one of the Effentfal 
Caufes of the WAR, in the Year 1671, which might 
have been eafily prevented, by abandoning thofe Pro- 
vinces to France^ or hearkening to a Partition thereof: 
Bur, then the Regency of the Republick, thought, that 
this Abandoning could not be agreed to, without, in 
fome Manner, Abandoning at the fame time the State 
it felf; and that THAT Partition would render Franct 
an Immediate and Contiguous Neighbour to the State: 
And therefore, they wifely Refolv'd to Undergo the Ca- 
lamities of the WAR, rather than by exceptingthofe 
Fatal Expedients, expofe their Country to the Inevita- 
ble Danger of a Perpetual Subjedlioa. 

THE 
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., TH E Pc^ce of Nlmegucn^ by which, amongft other i7^7.' 
Towns, ^J[it£, Sp.OMEI(^, VALENCIESNES,\^ySf 
and XP^ESy were yielded to France^ put an End to 
that WA R : Bur, new . Pretenfions were foon ftarted 
uf), upon Pretence of the Dependencies of the Places, 
yielded by the faid Peace of Nimeguen. The Country 
of jiiolt was aim'd at ; or in lieu thereof, Cournaj znd 
Dixniuyde ; or laftly, Luxembourg^ with all its Depen-^ 
dencies. Thefe Pretenfions were fuppofted by Arms ; 
and to obtain the fame by Force, or Good- Will, a great 
part of the Flat 0)untry in Flanders was wafted, and 
Luxembourg feveral times Attack'd. The Treaty of a 
%o Years Truce (tho* it lafted but about Four) put ati 
End to thefe Difputes ; and a fanher part of thole Pro^r 
vinces (namely, Luxembourg^ with the Countries of 
Bcaumonff Bovines, and Chimaj) were yielded to France. 
The Peace of i^,£ S fVICK,, which put an End to the 
WAR* begun in 1688, made little Alteration in the 
Conftitution of Affairs aforefaid, except only in regard 
to Luxembourg, which was reftor'd to Spain : fiut, a$ 
loon as King C HA I{^LE S II. was Dead, France ma- 
nifefted again her Ancient Defigns upon the Netherlands 
(as it has been above obferv'd) So that Your High- 
MightinefTes following the Glorious and Noble Exam- 
ple of your Anceftors, and mov'd by a*no-le(s A(9:iv6 
rrinciple of Courage and Vigour, were forc'd to take 
up Arms to Oppofe and Prevent the Dangerous Neigh-» 
bourhood of France, and Obtain a Barrier to the State, 
that may fulBciently fecure^their Tranquility, and may 
not depend on the Negligence, lU-Defign, or Machina- 
tions of Others. 

i^.IN Qi-der thereunto, and for Promoting the farther 
Welfare of the State, and their Allies, it is, in the 
Opinion 'of the Council of State, of an abfolute Ne- 
geffity, and undeniably Evident, by the Reafons and 
Obfervations aforefaid, that in the enfuing YEAR> 
1708, the utmoft Efforts ought to be made every whertfi 
with Unahimicy and Firmnefs, ajgainft fo Powerful an 
Enemy, as has been above-Reprefented. That thtf 
High -Allies, and your High.-Mightinefies, upon the 
carneft and well-grounded Inftances made, may contri- 
bute to their Refpedive Powers, and not lay the Bur-» 
then upon other Peoples Shoulders, aad rely indiredUy^ 
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'JNNO upon the Efibm of Ibme of rhe AltTett for doing what 
1707. they rhcmfrivef irediredly Oblic'd to. That the Con- 

t^Y^ 9^^ ^ Redydion ilready imde, of fo many PowerM 
dutciy Counrhcf and Provinces, which, by tood DU 
frdion and Coiidud, might fo confiderabW Riengthen 
the Forccf of the Allies, may be em^oy'd for the Go^ 
of the ComiDOA-Caoie. That all Negiftence, Diibr- 
dersp and Dilatorineij^ may be, for the Fotvre, provi- 
ded againft, and prevented : And, that on the Contra- 
that all things neceflary for fo great an End, or 
nuiy any ways conduce theretinto, be done and or- 
der'd with a redoubled Zeal, Care and Application. 
That for promocing the fame, the Natural Geimsy 
and Adifity of the Nation the AlJies have chiefly to 
deal with in this WAR, may be uken into doe don- 
fideration ; as alfo the BLeadinefs, with which OrdenL 
which depend of one Court alone, may be Given and 
Executed : That it may be conftder'd alfo, that by Vir- 
tue thereof, they have fometime fince begun to renKXint 
their Cavalry, and to Augment the fame ; as alfo, to 
Re-eftabli(h, and Augment their Infantry. That the 
Time, or Interval, between the find of a C A M- 
PAIGN, to the Beginning of the Other, is very 
Ihort, and therefore ought to be Husbanded and Im- 
rrov'd with the utmoft Care. And laftly, that in all the 
WARS that have been carried on agamft FHANCB^ 
Experience has (hewn the Imporunce and Neceifity of 
ibeing Firft ready to take the FI ELD, in order to ob- 
«ny Advantage over them, and prevent and disappoint 
iheir Projeds and Defigns. • 

I N the mean time, it cannot be drny'd, bat that the 
great Eifons requifite to obtain the Ends aforefaid, can- 
not be made, without great Sums of M O N E Y, and 
a heavy Burthen on the good Inhabtunts of this Land ; 
who befides, feel the Calamities of this WA R^ in the 
Means of their SuUiftence, artd feveral other Wgys. 
The Council of State Acknowledges the lame with 
Grief, aiid is the more fenfible of it, becaufe they 
know as well as any Body elft (and perhaps better) the 
Weight of thofe Charges. But; High and Mighty 
LORDS, what Good can anv other Meafures, than 
thofe that have been proposed. Produce ? And, if con- 
trary to all Eapedanon, either out of Wearincisof 
tbd(e Heavy Taxes^ or opt of Impatience of the Con^ 
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tinnatioR of this WA R, Carelefhefs, or Dilatorinefs, ^NNO 
of (which GOD forbid) out of Jealoufie and Mifun- 1707. 
derftandingy the Efibrts, which for the Reafons afore* 
faidy are fo NecefTary, fhould not either be made, or 
elfe fliould be leflen'd ; what elfe can be expe<^dy hat 
that in fuch a Cafe, S PAIN (hall remain under a 
French Government, and Diredion ? That, the Trea-t 
fures of the Indies, jQiall more and more fall into their 
Hands ; and a great part of the Netherlands remain, in 
EfTec^, annex'd to France : That, in this manner, the 
Afeirs (hall dwindle into a Defenfivc WA R : That, 
the Progreifes already made, fhall not be Profecuted,^ 
and fignify nothing at all toward Eftablifhing a good 
and fecure Barrier : That what has been gain'd, ihaU 
not be Preferv'd : That the Enemy's being not Pufh'd, 
and the AUies being, on this fide, on the Defenfive ; 
the Troops which have hitherto difcover*d fo much 
Courage, and fuch a Readinefs and Impatience to Ann 
tack the Enemy on all Occafions, fhall be Difcourag'd : 
That perhaps, it will be Impoffible to hinder the £ne-« 
my from advancing to the Frontiers of the State : That, 
in THAT Cafe, the WA R fhall be carried in our 
own Territories ; and, that in all Refpedb whatfbeveiv 
fuch a WA R, thro' its I>uration, the Heavy Taxes, 
^nd other Difficulties, fhall more Opprefs and Exhauft 
the Good Inhabitants of this Country, than a Vigorous 
Offenfive WAR, will do for a fhort Time : That, 
therefore, it is much better, to run thro* $be FIJ{^E of 
the Expences of fuch an Offenfive WA R ( if one may 
Ufe that Expreflion) than be at laft confum'd in a lin- 
gering Way of a Defenfive One. That there are great 
.Advantages to be cxpeded from the Firft, and nothing 
but Evil from th? latter ; feeing^ the great Fruit there*, 
of will be in a flight P £ A C £ ; France having always 
proportioned her Difpofitions and Preparations accor- 
ding to their Succeffes or Difgraces ; and form'd there- 
upon, the Grounds of their HQpes or Apprehenfioos^ 
fliall not be diverted by a Defenfive WA R, from her 
Refolution to preferve the Sfiani/h Monarchy in the 
Houfe of Bourbon^ nor from the Defire and Defign they 
have to obtain the Sovereignty of the Netbertands^ 
which that Crown has fa Ipng, and fb conftantly Aim'd 
at, and Profecuted \ That France fhall thereby become 
an immediate Neighbour to the State ; and, that con* 
fequently, \\kt ^efvWi^t; (hall find her fclf rcduc d to 
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'4NN0 xfaofe Difficulties and Perplexities, AztotxrVort^hthtn 
1707. have always fo miicb Fear d and Apprehended, and for 

\^^^ the preventing of which, they did not regret to expofe 
chemfelves to the moft dangerous Wars and Calamities 
Attending the fame : That, the Power and Maxims of 
the Ft(^ESC fi, and their Zeal for Propagating a Re- 
ligion diftrent from that which your High-Mighrineffes 
profeis as True, will continually put the State into the 
utmoft Trouble and Uncertainties. That, not to men- 
tion the various Proverbs or Tables of the Antients, 
who could not fufficiently deferibe the dreadful Condi- 
tion of Mttt, who PolTefs their Goods in Trouble, as it 
Were with a Sword hanging over their Heads ; it ought 
to be held fbr certain, that fuch a Peace, as afbrefaid, 
Ihall continue no longer, than it will pleafe SUCH, 
who have made it with a Superiority of Power ; and, 
who as foon as they fhall chink it convenient, will not 
•rant Pretences to make it Void, and put the State into 
new Troubles and Calamities : That, the Good Inha- 
Intants of this Land, who by thetr Labour and Indn- 
Jh7, muft provide for their Subfiftence and Profperity ; 
«nd poffefs in Tranquility, and without Fear, what 
rfiey have got or fpard, fhall be Difcourag'd, by the 
Uncertainty of Enjoying what they have ; and thereby 
grow Remifs in their Labour and Induftry : Thar, this 
will bring Poverty upon them, and diminifh their 
Number, and occafion the lowering the Price of Un- 
mov^able Goods, and other Effcdts that arc not of 
quick Sale : And, finally, that by the Continuation of 
their Uncertainty and Dangerous Conditions, the In- 
come of the Ordinary Current Means, will not be able 
to baliance the Charges of keeping up, and maintain- 
ing rhe great Number of Forces, and Men of War, 
thefe Fears will oblige the State to ; and, confequently 
it will be neceflary to continue extraordinary Taxes 
and Impofitions : So that the State it felf will beCon- 
ium*d, and Perlfh in Fear. 

THEREFORE, the Council of State, Hope, and 
Promifethemfelves, that thofe great Inconveniences and 
. Dangers will be carefully Prevented, and that following 
the Glorious Steps of our Anceftors; who for their Li- 
berty, Safety, and Privileges, gave, and contributed 
ALL that they had, thofe Powerful Motives fhall have 
uo Icfe Influence in the profecution of the P R E S E N T 
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WAR, undertaken for Confiderations as Dear to the ANNQ 
State as the Former: And, that Men fhall not be Im- 1707- 
patient, tho' this WAR (which has already lafted Six 
Yearsj is not yet brought to that fpeedy and good Con- 
clulion as it were to be wifti'd ; confidering what was 
requilite to de done, to bring the Enemies to good 
Terms of PEACE, and how long the State (by the 
Inftances aforefaid) has fludtuated and Stagger'd, before 
it could be brought into the fafe Port of her Liberty. 
The (horteflr Way to arrive thither, is what has been 
Propos'd : And, now difficult and troublefome foever 
it be, it may be Hop'd and Expcded upon good Grounds, 
chat as Patients are eas'd by bitter and unpleafant Re- 
medies, and their Difeafes remov'd ; fo, by this heavy 
and extreamly Expenfive WA R, the State and their 
Allies, will fhortly obtain a Good and Lading PEACE. 
We fay, A LASTING PEACE; not fuch where- 
of the Solidity and Duration confifts in Promifes, Wri- 
tings and Seals, which are eafily broke, fince they have 
laid and pradtis'd for a Maxim of Government, the 
Reafon of State and Neceflary Policy ; to prefer Con- 
veniency to Engagements ihd Promifes, and to follow 
not fo much what is R I G H T and JUST, as what 
is PROFITABLE. Bui, a PEACE whichbeing 
made with the nitittial Cohfi^nce and Cefncurrence of 
the High-Allies, ttiay remote at A g^Hxtr t)iftance from 
the Territbrics of the State, fo powerful an Enemy as 
FI(ANC B, and eftablifli i good ihd f^e Barrier Be- 
tween them two ; and which Beirig confirm'dl itnd 
ftrengthen'd by a mutual Guaranty, and an Emimera- 
tion and Specification of Forces for fecuririg the fante, 
may proture a fufficient Safety and Tranquility, and 
laft for many Years. 

AFTER thcfe l?remifcs, High and Mighty LORDS, 
the Members of the Untdn, ihall hoc expedb any other 
Reprefentation ; nOr indeed cap the Council of State 
make any Other, but that the Efforts made heretofore, 
may not be leffcn'd for the YEAR 1708. Bat rather, 
if it were polfible. Augmented, or at Icaft continu d ; 
and that, whatever has been Deficient, may be Reme- 
died. And therefore, taking into particular Confidera- 
tion, the Affeirs that are the Subjedl Matter of this 
General Petition ; and firft, according to Order, thofe 
relating to the Land, and next, fuch ^$ relate to the 
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dSNO Sea-Srrvice ; the Council of Sute prerenn to Your 
1707. Hijh>Mightincfin with their General Feiitioa, ibe Or- 

^^/>iiidinuy and Extraordinary State of the WAR, which 
tbey have fonn'd for the YEAR cnfuing : Befeech- 
tns Your Higb-Mightineflcit to fend the fame, with 
tUT coarcnient Speed, to all the refpedive Provinces, 
and be pleas'd to fccond it with your Powerful and Ef- 
fa^iul Recommcndaiion ; that n« only the Confent 
and Payment rcqair'd of them be Granted, bat al(b 
that the fame may be done with a Readineli fuinble to 
At abfolutc NccciTiiy thereof : that the WA R. may be 
carried on with all imacinable Vigonr, and poflible 
AAivity, at an Efledual Means, to bring it fooq w a 
Good CONCLUSION. 
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
